The following report was read by Mr. Hunt, and adopted :— 


It becomes my daty, from the position I have pied in p ting the formation of 
‘Tar Miners’ AssoctaTION OF CoRNWALL AND Devon, to report to you the progress that 
has been made, The first meeting of the association was held at Camborne on October 26, 
1859. This meeting was called, after having previously published my views on the 
subject of imparting to the miner a more useful system of education than that which he 
had hitherto been able to command, and after I had obtained from the miners themselves 
an expression of their opinions on this question, That meeting was largely attended, 
and it brought out a manifestation of the desire, on all sides, to encourage the formation 
of an association, which should have for its object the promotion of knowledge amongst 
that industrious class of men to whom England is indebted for the development of her 
subterranean treasures, I felt it my duty, having obtained this unmistakable expression 
in favour of the objects of the association, to leave the matter in the hands of those for 
whose immediate benefit the idea, good or bad, had been published. I hoped, seeing that 
Dr. Barham had already engaged the services of Mr. Pearce, and was pursuing with 
success one of the branches of the association scheme, that there might be a movement 
in connection with the Mining School which would have led to the desired end. Such 
has not been thecase. The classes formed at St. Agnes and at St. Just proceeded quietly 
with their useful work, but a year passed by without any othereffort, All noblegrowths 
are slow ; the germination of an acorn is a tedious process, but the result is a long-en- 
during tree. Let us, therefore, hope that in the period which elapsed between October, 
1859 and 1860, when a small number of the committee met at Redruth, that the seed 
which had been cast upon the earth was quickening into life, and that the resulting 
growth will be a permanent Institution in Cornwall and Devonshire, At that meeting 
Dr. Barham occupied the chair, and an arrangement was made by which the association 
secured the services of Mr. Richard Pearce for nine months in the year ; and we have 
now the advantage of that gentleman’s aid in carrying out one division of our educational 
plan. At present, ding to the proposition made by Dr. Barham, to whom the 
county owes much for the untiring efforts which he has made to keep alive some edu- 
cational plan, Mr. Pearce will devote three months to a course of instruction in Truro. 
By this arrangement the business of the association was fairly commenced. I visited 
the class formed at St. Agnes, and I hopeaided them slightly in giving a permanent cha- 
racter to this local branch. They have meetings regularly. Instructive lectures have 
been given by several of the members; they pursue analytical enquiries in their rooms, 
and once a fortnight they are visited by our lecturer, who examines the work upon which 
they are engaged, corrects them if they have erred, and directs their future enquiries, At 
St. Just another class exists, where the same system is adopted, I had the satisfaction 
of visiting this class intheautumn. Nothing could be more encouraging then the mode 
in which the studies werecarried out, or more pleasing than the expression, by all parties, 
of the desirability of continuing and extending the system of instruction, of which they 
were amongst the first to avail themselves, This class is now actively at work. We 
may hope they will shortly possess a local museum of the geological and mineralogical 
characteristics of this interesting neighbourhood, and be in a position to exchange with 
the classes in other localities. By invitation, I visited Fowey Consols, and addressed 
a body of miners there on the objects of the association, In the evening of the same day 
a meeting was held in the Town Hall, Lostwithiel, where also a considerable number 
of miners and others interested in the movement assembled, the result of these meetings 
being the formation of two classes, one at Tywardreath, and the other at Lostwithiel, to 
whom Mr. Pearce is now engaged in delivering his lectures on chemistry and mineralogy. 
The interest shown in this locality is a very pleasing feature in ourmovement. Rooms 
at Tywardreath and Lostwithiel have been lent for the use of the classes. The Rey. 
Mr. Treffry, and all who, with him, are in connection with the important mineral pro- 
perty of that district, have shown by their actions how much they value the promises 
held ont to them by the association. Thus with one teacher we have now four classes 
in active operation in three very important mineral districts in Cornwall. Arrange- 
ments have been made to commence classes at Redruth and Camborne. As at present, 
from the engagements of Mr. Pearce in the districts of Lostwithiel and Tywardreath, 
and the arrangements that three months are to be devoted to Truro, it is not possible 
to supply these important towns with class instruction from our lecturer, by the judicious 
arrangements of Mr. Almond Paull, lectures are to be delivered on subjects connected 
with mining until our plans will admit of our teacher visiting them. At present, arrange- 
ments have been mace for the delivery of lectures by Capt. Charles Thomas, Capt. John 
Prince, Mr, H. C. Salmon, Mr. Richard Pearce, and myself. Proposals have been made 
by the committee of the Redruth Institution to work the association for that district 
in connection with them, and it is probable that arrangements will be made mutually 
advantageous to both the institutions. Marazion asks for our lecturer at an early date, 
and St. Ives and Lelant are inctimating their desire to form a class. I have been in com- 
munication with several parties in Tavistock, and I feel assured that I may say the 
interest in that district is such, that as soon as either Mr. Pearce or myself can visit the 
locality, and lay out a scheme of action, a large class will be formed. 

Such is the position of the association, as it regards the formation of classes for instruct- 
tion in several mining localities, With one teacher, we are not able to proceed more 
rapidly; but did the funds at our disposal admit of our engaging another lecturer, we 
should at once see to the organisation of classes fn each of our mining centres. The 
financial matters of the Miners’ Association progress satisfactorily, we number above 200 
members, and can reckon now on an income of 8007. per annum. It is, however, desir- 
able that every effort should be made to increasethis sum. After the most careful exa- 
mination of the question, I feel that we cannot depend upon working with advantage 
within the several mining flelds of Cornwall and Devonshire with less than 5001. a-year, 
I have no doubt but that we shall obtain much more than this sum, as there are many 
districts which have not yet been solicited, and numerous individuals who, not being en- 
tirely satisfied as to the direction our labours are to take, have hesitated to subscribe, 
Agi nee at our subscription list will show the real interest taken in the association by 
the ‘tlemen of Cornwall, and I am daily receiving assurances that as soon as convic- 
tion ..as reached the minds of our friends that there is a prospect of permanency about 
the association, they will subscribe to our funds. I applied to His Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort, hoping te secure his patronage, and that of H.R.H. the Duke of Corn- 
wall, to ascheme for improving the education of the miners, in which I knew the Prince 
Consort to be deeply interested. I have not obtained the patronage I sought for, but the 
Je ter in reply to my application which I have received from the Hon. Col. Sir C. B, 
Phipps, assures me that “ Should this plan become more matured, and meet with adequate 
support from the mining body to give a fair prospect of coming into useful and lasting 
operation, the Prince Consort will be quite ready to reconsider his decision.” I trust the 
mining interest of the West will soon place me in a position to convey to His Royal High- 
ness satisfactory of our probable permanence and of the usefulness of our la- 
bours. Our lecturer has recently passed the examination of the Department of Science 
and Art, andis now a certificated teacher. This entitles him to certain allowances upon 
those students he may sufficiently advance to pass the annual examination of the Depart- 
ment--and any of the students of the classes of the association will be eligible, under the 
regulations of the board, to receive the Queen’s prizes and Queen’s medals—if they pass 
such an examination “as will justify the examiner in reporting that the instruction has 
been sound, and that the students have benefited by it.” This connection with the De- 
partment of Science and Art will also entitle the Miners’ Association to an allowance of 
50 per cent. on the nett cost, in purchasing diagrams and apparatus for teaching science, 
and its members will have the privilege of obtaining educational books at less than half 
the published prices. Desiring to obtain in every way such a recognition of the associa- 
tion as may advance it amongst the educational institutions of our country, I wrote to 
Sir Roderick I. Marchison, the Director-General of the Geological Survey and of the 
Government School of Mines, explaining the objects we have in view, and submitting 
the desirability of inducing the Council of the professors to grant a scholarship to the as- 
sociation. Sir Roderick Murchison brought the matter at once under the consideration 
of the Council, and desiring to show how highly he appreciates the efforts we are making, 
requests me to insert his name in our lists as a subscriber of five guineas annually. It 
should be observed that the Council of the School of Mines remit the lecture fees. This 
does not, however, include the fees received by the professors of chemistry and metallurgy 
for laboratory expenses. These are personal matters, and must be left to the option of 
the individual paafessor. When, however, we remember the handsome manner in which 
Dr. Percy remitted the laboratory fees when Mr. Pearce was studying under him, we 
may be assured that both Drs. Hoffman and Perey will be quite disposed to aid the as- 
sociation by every means within their power. Such isthe position in which the Miners’ 
Association of Cornwall and Devonshire is placed at the present time,—a position which 
must, I conceive, be p 'y one. 

We have now considerably above a hundred mine agents and miners as working mem- 
bers. In all our classes the majority are working miners. It will be satisfactory to 
them to know that their Intelligence and industry will be recognised by the Government 
Departiaent of Science, and that the Queen’s prizes and medals may reward their early 
efforts. Beyond this, the Council of our association may grant to any young man who 
has displayed superior ability, an exhibition, annually,and such exhibitioner will be en- 
titled to one of the scholarships granted by the Government School of Mines. This will 
amount to his receiving the highest class scientific instruction in London free of all cost 
to himself or friends. 

I cannot refrain from stating two objections which have been urged against the asso- 
ciation, in the hopes that my answers to these may satisfy the objectors. It has been 
said that persons who are not miners, and who can afford to pay for a superior educa- 
tion, avail themselves of the association scheme. The Miners’ Association is intended 
to be in every sense of its meaning an institution, the benefits of which are to be se- 
cured to the miners. Any individual, not a miner, can become, however, an 
member, upon payment of not less than 20s. per annum, and he is then entitled to attend 
the classes. This arrangement has been made purely with the object of improving the 
funds of the institation, and thus of enlarging its powers of usefulness. The instruction 
given will be rigidly restricted to such points of knowledge as have an immediate bearing 
on the practice of mining, mineralogy, and metallurgy. The second objection urged is, 
that the objectors fear lest we may, by giving the working man a scientific education, 
unfit him for the tolls belonging to his position; that by strengthening the head we may 
weaken the hands. Iam quite ready to admit the danger which may arise from any at- 
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tempt to give to our working men scientific knowledge, if that attempt is not properly 





diréeted; “By imparting that knowledge without refefénce to a special endjawe may 66 
aiding to lift a man out of the sphere of usefulness to which he belongs, without being 
able to establish him in the position at which he aims—and for which, probably, he will 
never be adapted. am prepared to admit that the educational system of many of our 
schools leads to this undesirable end. The science taught by the teachers of the Miners’ 
Association will be confined to those truths which bear on the business of the every-day 
life of the working miner. He will learn no more of chemistry from us than will enable 
him to examine for himself, by a familiar operation, any ore he may break from the lode. 
He will be no further instracted in mechanical pbysics than will guide him in protecting 
himself in his subterranean explorations, and in avoiding errors where he has to deal 
with the draining and ventilation of mines. Every lesson will have a directly practical 
bearing, and I do not conceive that any man will break less ground because he has taught 
himself how toapply his animal force and his mechanical appliances in the most effective 
manner. In concluding my reply to these objections, I should however state the as- 
sociation does hope to eliminate from the masses of labourers those intelligent and indus- 
trious young men who are eager to acquire knowledge, but who could not, without the 
assistance of the association, obtain it. That theassociation does earnestly desire to give 
the helping hand to strugling genius, and thus to secure from the ranks of the young 
working miners able successors to those experienced men who are constantly dropping 
away from the posts which they have so satisfactorily filled. We desire, indeed, to train 
agents who shall add to that experience which is only obtained by hard-handed toil that 
knowledge which can be effectively applied to mining operations in all their varieties, 
and which will be alike advantageous to the working miners who labour under his di- 
rections, and for the mineral proprietor or mine adventurer for whose benefit his know- 
ledge and experience are to be applied. 

Mr. Hunr afterwards said he had been requested to read the following 
resolution, passed at the last annual meeting of the Polytechnic Institution :—*“ That the 
Polytechnic Institution desires, through Professor Hunt, to express its lively interest in 
the prosperity of the Miners’ Association, and it is their desire to promote its objects by 
every means in its power.” The report was then received and adopted. 

The CaarrmMan sald he should be sorry for the meeting to separate without offering 
their thanks to Mr. Hunt for his eloquent and useful report ; and also for the manner in 
which he has forwarded the objects of the association since it was started. 

Mr. Roaers seconded the motion, which was unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. Hont, in acknowledging the compliment, said he had for many years felt that 
something was to be done to increase the knowledge of the working miners. From moving 
among this class he satisfied that there was a strong desire on their part to acquire 
knowledge which not been brought within their reach, and year after year had passed 
away without anything being done which appeared to satisfy the requirements of the 
county. Eventually an idea had occurred to him, which in part originated froma con- 
versation he had had with Mr. R. W. Fox, that it would bean interesting experiment to 
go into the mines, get a few miners together, and to teach them how much might be 
learned by a few simple experiments in chemistry, or in any branch of science that applied 
totheirindustry. Subsequently Dr. Barham organised ascheme which has been worked 
two or three years with a considerable amount of success, but it appeared to him (Mr. 
Hunt) that if the county were properly stimulated the scheme might be enlarged. He 
took no credit to himself in originating the association, but much more was due to Dr. 
Barham. He had always felt that instead of young Englishmen being sent over to Frieberg 
and other continental schools associated with mining, we ought to have a school in this 
county, which should be the best in the world. At this time there was never a year 
that passed but he had letters introducing somefhalf-dozen young men from the Schools of 
Mines in Continental states, particularly requesting{that he would$furnish those young 
men with the means of acquiring that knowledge in mining operations which they felt 
could only be obtained inthis country. Year after year we had Frenchmen and Dutchmen 
coming hither to learn mining, although they had mining schools at home, and he, there- 
fore, felt strongly the necessity of establishing schools of our own in the mining districts. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman, and afterwards the meeting gave Mr. Hunt 
authority to employ a lecturer in mechanics, &., if he saw fit, and the proceedings shortly 
after terminated. 


In the evening of the same day, Mr. Robert Hunt delivered an address 
in the new rooms at Redruth, to not less than 200 working miners—“ On 
the Real Value of Science to the Working Miner.” We shall give an 
abstract of this lecture next week. At the conclusion of the address, twenty 
names were handed in to Mr. R. Hunt, of working miners desirous of 
joining the association. 
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RISCA EXPLOSION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “MINING JOURNAL,” AND GOVERNMENT INSPECTOR OF THE 
SUNDERLAND DISTRICT. 
Srrs,—-After the long and able report of Mr. Morgan was read on Wed- 
nesday last, and in his cross-examination on Thursday, several facts were

Our reason for writing to you is, that we are not aware of the 
gentleman’s name who is the Inspector over that district, and we hope he 
will pardon us for the liberty we have taken in asking this question : his 
reply we shall be glad to receive through the Journal. 

We consider that, in justice to ourselves and the public, we ought to 
have an experienced man to superintend the operations of a fiery colliery, 
like the Black Vein, Risca, that gives employment to upwards of 300 men 
and boys. We hope the public will see the necessity of this just and rea- 
sonable demand of ours.

VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

Srr,—It appears to be too generally supposed that the ventilation of mines 
cannot be made so perfect as to prevent explosions; but I believe that be- 
fore long it will be acknowledged that nothing is further than that idea from 
the fact. The very valuable communications of ‘‘ M. E.” in the Journal, 
indeed, of themselves afford an abundant proof of the absurdity of this 
opinion, and the rules he lays down are, I am sure, such as would ensure 
a material reduction in the number of accidents in collieries, not only from 
explosions, but from every other cause. I believe that at the present time 
the system of coal mining is as far from the science of coal mining with 
which we shall soon be familiar as was the doctrine of the alchemists from 
the science of chemistry. Managers enjoying the highest reputation are 
guilty of infringements of the most ordinary laws of nature; and those who 
are supposed to be the instructors of colliers exhibit the utmost ignorance 
of the most simple and well-known practical arrangements. <A practical 
man remarks that it is advantageous to supply the ventilating furnace with 
fresh air, meaning, as will be readily understoc.d, that the furnace should 
be sepa from the return air, as is done in -all well-managed collieries, 
so far as I know; whereupon he is asked by ari apparent theorist, who in- 
fers that he would have a special shaft placed so near the furnace that the 
air might flow down the furnace and up to bank again without going through 
the workings at all, whether he will state where the experiment was made, 
&c., as he will thus be doing him afavour. ‘Whis may be necessary for this 
gentleman to know, but if he asks an intelligent collier he would soon give 
him ample information. 


THE HETTON EX PLOSION. 

Srr,—Writing upon the subject of this cv rious explosion, Mr. Mark Fryar 
says that he agrees with the verdict in the case, but wishes to direct atten- 
tion to the fact that had burning gas existed in the flues an increased sup- 
ply of pure air would have caused an ex} plosion of the fiercest description. 
He says that any one may prove the con ectmess of his assertion by blow- 
ing from the mouth into a wide-mouthed bottle: full of ignited gas, the effect 
of which will be to give his beard, if he have one, a singe. 

_ Now, in speaking of the very valuable: reseai :ches of Prof. Crace-Calvert, 
in a recent Journal, you pointed out how true } vhilosophers sought to make 
theory agree with practice, instead of practic ¢ with theory. Mr. Mark 
Fryar should recollect that a wide-necked boti le differs materially from a 
boiler flue. One cannot suck an egg out ot it; ; shell if he make a hole at 
one end only, but by making holes at the opposi te ends the difficulty is over- 
come, Would Mr. Fryar saythat a “sherry -cobbler” is impracticable 
because he cannot place a bottle of sherry upriy sht, and drink the contents 
through the neck without an auxiliary contrive nce? I think not; yet this 
is precisely his ment. I admit that had th :e flue been closed a sudden 
rush of air might have acted as Mr. Fryar suppx »ses; but with the open flue 
at Hetton it would, in practice, have been imp ossible to introduce a suffi- 
cient volume of pure air to have caused a return t slast—the ignited gas would 





Fryar’s retara blast could be obtained would be by employing the pure air 
in such animmense volume, and so suddenly, that the air in the upcast shall 
become sufficiently compressed to be equal to a barrier across the shaft—a 
circumstance which I contend could not in practice occur.

IMPROVED MODE OF TREATING HARD LEAD. 
Sir,—Having been lately in the neighbourhood of the lead smelters in 
Derbyshire, I have had an opportunity of seeing the application of a method 


recently patented for softening and purifying the hard slag lead, which 
seems to me especially adapted to that district, or any smelting establish- 
ment where the lead operated upon is of a similar character. 

Doubtless many of your reeders are aware that large quantities of hard 
Spanish lead, containing much antimony, is worked up with other argenti- 
ferous lead in our English works. The process employed is that of sub- 
mitting the lead to the-action of an oxidising flame, in a kind of reverbe- 
ratory furnace, called an improving furnace, for a space of time varying 
from five or six days tothree weeks. When most of the oxidised antimony 
and other impurities having been withdrawn in the form of dross, the re- 
mainder of the lead containing the silver is in a fit state to remove to the 
refining-pots, where the latter is concentrated in the usual manner. Now, 
in the case of lead containing very little silver, and but a small percentage 
of antimony, this process is not only long but costly, and such kinds of lead 
are only bought and worked up because its quantity is inconsiderable com- 
pared with the argentiferous lead. The plan adopted by the Alport Smelt- 
ing Company is the invention of Mr. Baker, who has been many years in 
lead works at Sheffield, and is carried out in the following manner:—As 
soon as the lead is tapped from the blast-furnace into the pot the scorix, 
mat, or dross is removed, and the lead ladled into a pot set close at hand, 
which is kept at a temperature near low red heat; the purifying material 
is then stirred into it, and a quantity of fresh dross rises to the surface, 
which upon being skimmed off discloses the lead, assuming all the beau- 
tiful changes of colour so characteristic of soft lead. The white appear- 
ance and accompanying quality of hardness having been entirely removed, 
the lead is at once fit for rolling, or any other of the technical uses of 
the metal. 

The great value of the process to the Derbyshire smelters lies in the 
fact that the best selected qualities of lead are becoming more scarce in the 
market. Now, whilst a very little attention will enable the Derbyshire 
smelter to obtain a first-class lead from the very fine pure ore raised in the 
district, a certain quantity has hitherto been mixed with the hard lead in 
order to make the latter saleable, or, in the case where much slag lead is 
smelted, the latter has anny to be mixed with the best lead, and, of 
course, reduce its quality. . Baker’s process will enable the smelter to 
keep all the best lead to itself, and turn out a good common lead into the 
bargain. As this may attract the attention of lead smelters generally, I 
have sent you samples of the ordinary slag lead before having undergone 
Mr. Baker’s operation; and also a sample which has been refined by this 
process,— Fed, 5. C. §. 








CORNISH DRY ASSAY. 

Sm,—Some weeks back Mr. Henderson, in a letter addressed to the 
Journal, explained his new process for the treatment of poor copper pyrites, 
depending in the main upon the volatilisation of the copper contained in 
them by roasting them with common salt. He certainly deserves the cre- 
dit of having been the first to point out how copper can be thus readily 
volatilised; but herein possibly lies the solution of a perhaps still more re- 
markable phenomenon—the difference between the results of the Cornish 
dry assay, and the true chemical analysis. Ihave heard with my own ears 
a Government lecturer say publicly that this often differed by one-half, and 
sometimes by as much as 15 per cent.; and I can vouch by sad experience 
that there is almost invariably some notable difference: so that the former 
(the Cornish) rarely gives a true account of the percentage. Now, Sir, in 
all accounts of the Cornish dry assay (I will merely here refer to that of 
Dr. Ure, article “‘Copper’’) the fusion is said to be made, among other 
ingredients, in combination with common salt. Will it be replied that less 
heat is here applied than in Mr. Henderson’s process? or, if this cannot 
be, how can it be maintained that volatilisation of part of the copper does 
not ensue? Possibly this mode of assay was invented before this pheno- 
menon had attracted notice, for however much I may have suffered by them 
I cannot believe that the Cornish assayers would wilfully give wrong re- 
sults. But really now that Mr. Henderson’s process is fairly out, this sys- 
tem of assay cannot be endured any longer, unless it can be shown that the 
use of common salt in the crucible will in no way prejudice the results.

IRON MANUFACTURE. 
Srr,—lIn the Journal of last week Mr. John Onions states that his patent 
for the “introduction of charcoal or any other materials, in any other 


shape, quality, or quantity, near the bottom of the furnace, with or without 
the blast,” is four years old, having taken trvelve years of previous expe- 
rience to bring it to a sufficient state of perfection. In my reply (leaving 
my “ Metallurgy ” out of the question, only observing that it is the result 
of fifty years’ “careful and patient,” and I may add costly, experience, 
on the subject), I would beg to refer him, if he ever refers to records of the 
past, as to the invention of other patentees, to the following claims for 
improvements in the manufacture of iron:—In 1842, Louis Nicolas de 
Merkenheim proposed the use of blast-furnace gases for “‘ smelting, refining, 
puddling, and re-heating iron.” In 1840, Samuel Marlow Banks’ patent 
consisted in “conveying into the blast-furnace coal, or coke, or charcoal, 
or other materials useful for accelerating the process of manufacture, or 
improving the quality of the iron, by reducing the said materials to fine 
powder, and causing them to fall into the blast-pipe, and so to meet the 
blast, and be carried with it into the furnace.” In 1831, John Samuel 
Dawes’ invention “consisted of introducing, at the lower part of a blast- 
furnace, charcoal or other fuel during the operation of smelting, in addi- 
tion to the usual method of charging at the top or tunnel-head.” In 1828, 
Thomas Botfield’s “improvements in making iron” consisted in the use 
of a blast of “‘rarified air, gas flame, or heated air from an oven or fire- 
place, and to be applied in or to a blast-furnace.” I think here is quite 
enough to convince Mr. Onions (or any other rational person) that his 
claim for the use of “ charcoal, or any other materials, in ANY (as he ap- 
pears to object to the word EvERyY) shape, quantity, or quality, near the 
bottom of the furnace,” is by no means nem, and, therefore, cannot be 
monopolised under the Patent Laws. The remainder of his letter Mr. 
Onions is at perfect liberty to make the best use he can, and as sarcastically 
as he thinks proper, with the exception of a typographical error, with re- 
spect to the sentence ‘‘ Carbon composed of oxygen or hydrogen,” which 
should have been “‘ Carbon combined with oxygen or hydrogen.”

S1r,—I know of no portion of your well-arranged Journal so valuable to those engaged 
in mining as that devoted to the weekly reports; and it would be well if every company 
would take advantage of the liberal space allowed, in order that the shareholders might 
be kept advised of the progress of their property, be it or bad. I may be told by 
some one of the few who do not avail themselves of this opportunity of publicity that 
the reports of their mines are always open to shareholders at the office of the company ; 
bat there are few shareholders (expecially in dividend mines), except those residing in 
London, who can conveniently avail themselves of this; and even if they did so, its 
value is as nothing compared with the opportunity of reading a regular report, and being 
able to refer back to the several points reported on for months, or even years, past.

Besides the sulphide and carbonate of lead that always xccompany these 
deposits of calamine in considerable quantities, cinnabar is also sometimes 
found intimately mixed with it, or as a network of little veins. At the 
San Carlos Mine the cinnabar appears in the form of a layer, about three- 
quarters of an inch thick, occupying the middle of the vein-bed of calamine.

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ON COAL, AND SOME OF ITS PRODUCTS. 


[A Paper read by Mr. Geo. Kovrer, of St. Neots, Hunts, on the first introduction of Gas 
into the towr of King’s Cliffe, from Works erected by him.] 


I have thought that it may be interesting, and to some extent instruc- 
tive, if, on the eve of the introduction of gas into your town, I lay before 
you a few out of the many important applications of, and products deriv- 
able from, the coal fields of this country. 


Philosophers and geologists are not agreed upon the origin of coal, but 
to my mind the most plausible theory is this,—that there was a period in 
the history of our globe, long before man was created, and before the at- 
mosphere was fitted for respiration by animals, when the air contained an 
excess of carbonic acid, and, as a consequence, was peculiarly fitted for 
vegetation. The earth was at this time “‘ with verdure clad,” in a manner 
of which we at the present day can have no conception, although in some 
tropical climates Ne cases springs up with a rapidity truly astonishing. 
Layer upon layer of vegetable matter would be formed during many ages, 
and at some grand convulsion the whole appears to have been buried ; 
while the heat beneath acting upon the mass, partly decomposed it, and 
the pressure above consolidated it into the substance which we now call 
coal, and of which there is a great variety. There are bituminous shales 
and lignites, which if not coal are very closely allied to it. There are 
Cannel, bituminous, and non-bituminous coal, and each in endless quality. 

There are many objects surrounding us which, on account of our fami- 
liarity with them, are passed without examination or thought. Coal is 
one of them ; but seeing the part it plays in the industrial world, and 
how much it has tended to the ciyilisation of mankind, it is well to give a 
few minutes to consider such an agent, on which the greatness of our 
country, to a very considerable extent, depends. 

In a pound of ordinary coal there are about 25 cubic inches. Now, 
what does it —— in power? Why, theoretically, the power of one 
horse for one hour; and when distilled in a retort it yields a solid coke, 
larger than its parent coal, and 8000 cubic inches of a permanent gas. 
Just reflect for one moment that such a piece of coal has pent up within 
itself the power of one horse for one hour, and gas 320 times greater in 
cubical capacity, besides tar and water! Every ton of Newcastle coal 
yields, when distilled by the gas manufacturer, 10 gallons of tar and about 
the same quantity of ammonia water ; and what do you think can be done 
with these vile-smelling compounds ? I will not only tell you, but I have 
before me several of the products obtainable from them. 

Cannel coal, when distilled in a retort having only a dull red heat, yields 
a liquid instead of gas, which, after various processes of treatment, gives 

araffine in a solid state, from which candles are made, and paraffine oils, 
th for burning and lubricating. The candles are equal to the finest 
sperm or wax: with paraffine oil, for burning in the lamps which are now 
so common, you are all familiar; it certainly is, next to gas, the best for 
affording a cheap and brilliant light. There are two kinds of lubricating 
oil made from the same coal ; one is for ordinary machinery, the other is 
of a very fine description, and equal in lubricating properties to the best 
sperm oil, while it may be sold at little over half the price. These are the 
chief products obtainable from Cannel coal, when distilled at a low heat. 

Cannel, like other coal, varies very much in quality. The two best in 
the market, for either oil or gas purposes, are those called the Leeswood 
and Boghead. 

The value ofa coal for gas purposes is estimated by the amount of light 
each will give as compared with spermaceti, and the amount returnable 
by the residual products, such as coke, tar, &c. The Boghead yields no 
coke of a burnable quality, while the Leeswood does, and the value of each 
as light-giving agents, compared with ordinary Newcastle, is as follows, 
without reference to the residual products :— 

The value of the light from 1 ton of ordinary Newcastle coal is estimated 
by Dr. Fyfe, of Aberdeen, to be equal to 831 Ibs. of sperm. 

Of Wigan and Ince Hall Cannel, to 617 Ibs. of sperm. 

Of Lesmahago, a superior quality of Scotch Cannel, 1517 lbs. sperm. 

Of Leeswood, No. 2 quality, 1407 lbs. of sperm. 

Of Leeswood, No. 1 quality, 2668 Ibs of sperm. 

Of Boghead Cannel, 2736 lbs. of sperm. 

So that where light alone is the object sought, you will see the enorm- 
ous difference between ordinary Newcastle coal and Lancashire Cannels 
and the superior sorts ; and if, as I expect, the day will arrive when gas 
will be sold by the amount of light it gives, and not by volume, as it now 
is, it will then be the object of the gas manufacturer to supply the greatest 
quantity of light in the smallest possible volume. 

I will now go to those products which are obtainable from common tar, 
such as you will produce at your gas-works. In it there is scarcely a trace 
of paraffine, either in a solid or in a liquid state, as you distil the coal pur- 
posely for gas at a high heat. The difference between the gas you are 
burning in this room and paraffine oil and candles, is simply the differ- 
ence in the temperature at which the coal is distilled. By a low heat you 
can, so to speak, collect the light-giving property of coal in a solid and liquid 
form, while by a high heat you get it in a gaseous form: the one you carry 
about in cans and packets, the other you drive through pipes, and have it 
always ready at a moment’s notice. In common tar there are, however, 
many other products, such as nitro-benzole, or artificial essence of bitter al- 
monds, benzole, naphtha, creosote, pitch, &c., besides many beautiful dyes 
which are now extracted from it. The nitro-benzole is used extensively by 
confectioners to flavour their sweets and pastry with almond. Refined ben- 

zole, or mineral extract, is very extensively manufactured and sold for the 
purpose of cleansing carpets, cloth, or any delicate fabric. It will eradicate 
grease or tar by the merest application, and it evaporates immediately with- 
out even leaving a traceof smell behind. Thus you will see that tar, which 
by ordinary means bafiles all attempts to get it out of cloth, produces itself an 
antidote in a liquid as clear as water—a complete antithesis of itself. With 
naphtha most of you are familiar ; the crude being used for those portable 
lamps which you see hanging on stalls in markets and fairs, while the 
rectified is used for singeing horses (but which, by way of parenthesis, 
you can do better, and at less than one-half the cost, with gas). Naphtha 
is also used as a solvent for India-rubber, without which it would be diffi- 
cult to make the waterproof garments called Mackintoshes, and such like, 
as well as many other useful articles. Creosote is used extensively by the 
railway companies, to impregnate the sleepers on which the rails are laid, 
as in their natural state they speedily rot : it is also used to give bacon the 
flavour of being smoked, being a ready method of giving it that empyreu- 
matic taste, otherwise requiring a long time to accomplish by the ordin 
method of smoking. Pitch is used for a variety of purposes : mixed wit 
grease it forms shoemakers’ wax ; when melted it is used for coating troughs 
and coffins, and, with naphtha, makes a quick-drying black varnish. It is 
also used for asphalting purposes. Mixed with straw and refuse hair it is 
made into a covering for roofs, while if mixed with ashes and tar it makes 
a first-rate pavement. 

As for the colours, most of us, I dare say, have admired them on ladies’ 
bonnets, as well as the faces under them ; but while the colour of the lat- 
ter is, of course, always due to Nature, I can state most positively that the 
ribands are, many of them, dyed with artificial liquids obtained from coal 
tar. ‘Thus you see that vile looking and smelling stuff, tar, may be trans- 
formed into ‘‘ things of beauty.” 

There is also a new description of fire-lighter just about being introduced 
into this country by a German friend of mine, made from the refuse of 
the distillation of Cannel coal, commingled with other matter: two small 
pieces are ample for any fire, and I believe they will be sold so as to super- 
sede most of those now in use, for they answer admirably. 

Such are a few, and a few only, of the products obtainable from coal tar; 
but as you are not likely to manufacture such products at King’s Cliffe, 
you perhaps may wish to know what ordinary tar, as you will produce it, 
is good for. Well then, if you are troubled with rats, take a wisp of straw 
dipped in the tar, and stuff it into one of their holes, and you will cease to 
be troubled with them, although they may be as cunning as that York- 
shire rat of which you have lately read. When you put a gate-post down 
do not forget to apply some of it to the bottom, if you wish to preserve it 
from rotting in the ground. If you want it asa preservative of iron-work 
boil it in the proportion of 1 pt on of tar to 1 1b. of lime, which will de- 
stroy the sulphur compounds, and make it bite to whatever it is applied. 
Mixed with pitch, and applied in a boiling state to the bottom courses of 
brick or stoné work, it prevents the damp from rising; and used with 
ashes it makes a good pavement, taking care to well ram and roll it, finish- 
ing by pouring some tar on the top, and spreading sand over it. 

y ef, the other liquid—the ammonia water of gas-works—sulphate of 


lime you use for purifying the gas, when it comes out of the purifiers, and 
after it has been exposed for a short time, is then sulphuret of lime: now, 
if this be mixed with ammonia water, and covered up with ashes, in pro- 
portion of one load of the saturated lime to two of ashes, you will have 
a good top dressing. If you take 1 ton of foul lime, 1 ton of ground 
bones, and mix them up well into a paste with ammonia water, covering 
the heap up with mould, you will in the course of a few months have for 
turnips a compost equal to nine-tenths of those which are sold at trom 62. 
to 81. per ton. This could be made up in the winter, and left until turnip- 
sowing time. Ladies’ scent-bottles, which they carry about with them, 
used formerly to contain ammonia extracted from camel’s dung, but now 
this expensive source is almost entirely superseded by that obtained from 
the ammonia of gas-works.

Lately the mine has be- 
come private property, and is meeting with extraordinary success in copper, of which it 
would be premature to give details: a report the writer has been favoured with is ofa 
highly cheering ch ter as to anticipated results, which wait their development pre- 
vious to the mine coming before the public under the cost-book, and in very few shares. 


From Mr. Epwarp Cooxe:—Owing to improvements in several mines, 
a fair amount of business has been doing. In fact, there is no real cause for complaint 
on the part of brokers and dealers, who confine their operations to mines possessing real 
merit. Although occasionally a dullness may prevail for a period in their prospects, yet 
there is that vitality in good mining properties that in the end will reward those who 
patiently wait for results. We have many cases on record that strengthen us in these ob- 
servations. DotcoaTH, WEST SETON, East Poot, Puayrx, and many other mines, for in- 
stance, and it would be unreasonable to suppose that weare never again to witness simi- 
lar mining successes. To acareful observer it must be apparent to their view that there 
are several young and progressive mines in the best localities that are steadily and surely 
advancing to a prosp and profitable position, and will before the end of the current 
year give substantial proofs of the opinions that have been formedofthem. The dropin 
the price of tin ore, commonly called black tin, has caused a decline in the price of shares 
in mines producing this mineral.

BREA CONSOLIDATED.—C., T. Craise, Feb. 2: Monthly Report: Trevesa engine- 
shaft is sunk 6 fms. 4 ft. below the 30, was set on Jan. 25to six men, at 19/7. perfm., and 
is being sunk about 1 fm. 3 ft. per month; whencompleted tothe 40 weshall soon reach 
the Redwork lode, as it is only about 4 fms. north of the shaft at this point ; we have every 
reason to believe that the accomplishment of this work will greatly enhance the value 
ofthe mine. The 20, todrive east on the Redwork lode, was set to four men, at 132, 10s.

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ReMARKS.—Quietude prevails in the market in an almost unusual de- 
grec; but of late parties engaged in the metal trade have become so ex- 


ceedingly moderate in their expectations, that anything like an average 
amount of business they consider quite a subject for congratulation, and 
have almost ceased to grumble at the general dulness, for, like the man 
with the nail in his shoe, they have got used to it. The accounts from In- 
dia show sore improvement in the markets there, and several orders have 
been received.

clusions from, the actual stock on warrants and the Trading Society's being 29,437 slabs 
in excess of what it was twelve months ago. The nominal quotation is 76 fi. to-day, 
and perhaps buyers might be found at 7544 fl. In Billiton nothing has been done, hold- 
ers pretending not to be in the market at the present prices: 550 slabs Banca were sold 
on ’Change at 754% fl. 


Messrs. Von Dadelszen and North (Feb. 2) write: —That tin was being 
held at an uureasonably high price has long been patent to all; but as long as the Eng- 
lish smelters considered it their interest to maintain the price of English tin, holders of 
foreign naturally clung tenaciously to their high-priced stocks, and would sell nothing 
except at full prices. Now, as consumers had for some time reduced their stock to the 
lowest point, they were obliged to be continually in the market as buyers for their im- 
mediate wants, and they were reluctantly obliged to pay current rates, always hoping 
that the long-expected turn in the market would eventually arrive. It has come at last. 
In a postcript to our last we advised a reduction of 4/. per ton in the price of all kinds of 
English tin, which was followed on Jan. 21 by a similar decline of 4/, per ton. Foreign 
has more than kept pace with English and Straits, which on Jan. 1 stood at 1311., has 
been sold as low as 120/., and is now to be had at 122/., fine quality. The fall in price 
has not, however, induced increased purchases on the part of consumers, but rather the 
contrary, as the general opinion seems to be that as smelters have made a move they do 
not intend to let it rest where it is. The continued prostrate condition of the tin-plate 
trade was doubtless the immediate cause of the smelters’ movement. In this manufac- 
ture alone, when at full work, there is annually used upwards of 5000 tons of tin. At 
present there are no works going more than half time, many not even so long, so that 
stocks must continue to accumulate in proportion as the consumption falls off, and we 
do not see any reasonable expectation of a return to full work for months tocome, Until 
America becomes settled buyers will not operate, in addition to which there must be at 
present in Liverpool warehouses and the works in Wales a stock of fully 150,000 boxes 
of plates; therefore, be‘ore we can expect tin-plate manufacturers to be again in the 
market as buyers of tin to any extent existing stocks of plates must be cleared off, and 
this it must take time to accomplish. Already the stocks of Banca in Holland show an 
excess of 30,000 slabs over 1860, and 40,000 slabs over 1859. Our stocks are increasing 
here, and shipments at the Straits show no falling off, while the price ruling at present 
in America almost leaves a margin for importation into this market. The opinion in 
favour of maintaining high prices for tin alone finds favour among the Dutch holders, 
who, in spite of small deliveries and the fall in other markets, uphold their quotations. 
How long these gentlemen will continue this course remains to be seen. At the end of 
1857, during the last American panic,and when stocks were about the same as now, the 
price of Banca had fallen from $84 to $56, but trade rapidly recovering in Jan., 1858, 
the price gradually recovered to $75. Whe following shows the quantity of tin here and

The quantity of tin now on passage to Great Britain is 774 tons, against 1105 tons last 
year; to Continental Europe 130 tons, against 80 tons. Tin-plates go from bad to worse; 
second-hand parcels are offering in the Liverpool market at very low prices. The Ame- 
rican buyers are not to be tempted at present, and we certainly cannot look for any im- 
provement in the market until they again operate in their usual way; meanwhile 
manufacturers are taking the best means in their power to bring about a better state of 
things by lessening their make to the very lowest point compatible with keeping their 
men in their employ. At the same time, the stocks in the works in Liverpool, London, 
and New York are so heavy that some time must elapse before we can expect an ad- 
vance in prices.

Mrvnerat Compustisies.—At the French Academy of Sciences, M. 
Frémy communicated some chemical researches of his on the nature of 
mineral combustibles. He first establishes the fact that the chemical pro- 
perties of vegetable tissues are gradually lost, and that the organic matter 
they contain approach closer to graphite as the age of the geological forma- 
tion increases. He then classifies the gradual changes of the ligneons tissue 
exposed to decay as—Peat, fossil wood, compact lignite, coal, and anthra- 
cite, the latter approaching very near to graphite. This is, indeed, the 
same order as that established by geologists, only it is now chemically con- 
firmed by M. Frémy. 





Hicu-Pressure SteaM-Borter.—Mr. J. J. Russell, of Wednesbury, 
read a paper at the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, on Mr. Benson’s 
boiler, which is designed for raising steam of very high pressures with 
safety, and consists of a number of horizontal wrought-iron tubes of small 
diameter, arranged in vertical rows over the furnace, connected together 
alternately at the ends by semicircular cast-iron bends, and communicating 
at top and bottom with a vertical receiver, forming the steam chamber. The main fea- 
ture of its working is the mechanical circulation of the water through the tubes by means 
of a small pump, which causes a considerable quantity more water to circulate through 
the tubes than is evaporated in them. The paper described the working of a boiler of 
this construction at the writer’s works, where it has been in regular use for nearly a year, 
supplying an engiue of 60 indicated horse-power, with such satisfactory results that a 
second and larger boiler has siuce been erected upon the same plan, A number of the 
boilers have also been in use for several years in America. Specimens of the tubes and 
bends were exhibited, showing the simple mode of connecting them by a turned collar 
on the ends of the tubes, held in a turned recess in the bends by a cross bar and screw- 
bolt, admitting of readily removing any tube by simply disconnecting the joint at each 
end without interfering with any other joints in the boiler,and then inserting a new tube 
in its place. The tubes do not require circulation of the water until sufficient steam is 
raised for starting the circulating pump, which takes only a short time, asso little power 
is required to work the pump; and no difficulty has been experienced in keeping the 
pump regularlyat work. To provideagainst the pressure at the engine ever rising above 
the intended limit, on account of the comparatively small steam room in the boiler, a 
self-acting regulating valve, designed by the writer, is inserted between the boiler and 
engine, consisting of a double-beat valve, held open by a spring supported on a lever 
weighted to the limit of pressure allowed in the engine; the steam acting on a piston at 
the bottom of the valve spindle compresses the spring and regulates the opening of the 
valve, so as to prevent the pressure in the engine exceeding the intended limit.

LecturEs FoR WorKING Men—GEOLOGY AND PuysicaL GEOGRAPHY, 
—Owing to the indisposition of Prof. Ri y, the lecture on Monday evening was given 
by Mr. A, Geikie, F.G.S. The subject was “ Volcanoes and Areas of Terrestrial Ele- 
vation.” The lecturer gave an interesting account of the general character of volcanoes, 
their origin, their development, and their geographical distribution. The name volcanoe 
is supposed by some writers to take its rise from the god Vulcan, who, with his Clycopes, 
presided over fire, and worked in iron and other metals. Volcanoes are orifices occa- 
sioned by cracks through the earth’s crust, from which heated matters are projected,and 
frequently with considerable violence. The products from such discharges are obsidian, 
basalt, greenstone, lava, and pumice. The lecturer showed that the region of volcanoes 
is often attended by a subsidence of the land, but in many instances an elevation has taken 
place. In South America an area nearly equal to the size of Britain was raised from 
2to4ft. In referring to the change of elevation, the lecturer mentioned that the coast 
line of Sweden, since the time of Linnzus, had been slowly emerging from the sea, while 
that of Greenland was descending. Great changes of elevation and depression have oc- 
curred in the British Isles, particularly during the Cambrian and Silurian epochs. 
While treating on the remains of volcanic action, the lecturer referred to the area in 
North Britain between the Grampian and the Lammermuir Hills, and a geological section 
was shown of Arthur’s Seat, a hill in the neighbourhood of Edinburgh, giving distinct 
traces of volcanic agency during two periods of its history.] 


Considerable attention is being attracted by a new method of extracting 
silver from the ore, which has been introduced by an Austrian chemist, Herr Von Pakera, 
at the works at Joachimsthal, on the frontiers of Bohemia. This new method of reduc- 
tion constitutes a very elegant instance of applied chemistry, and is said to have been 
suggested by the photographic process of “ fixing,” with which it is identical in prin- 
ciple. The silver ore is first roasted with green vitriol and common salt, so as to pro- 
duce chloride of silver. This is dissolved by means of hyposulphate of soda, and sul- 
phide of sodium is then used to precipitate the precious metal as sulphide of silver. On 
this being heated, the sulphur escapes as vapour, and the silver is left pure.

LIABILITY OF SHAREHOLDERS AFTER FORFEITURE OF THEIR SHARES.—This question is 
now raising iderable di ion, and in several instances a feeling of uneasiness in 
the minds of many who have, as they now think foolishly, allowed themselves to be 
placed in a very awkward position. I do not for one moment assert that law suits 
necessarily follow in every instance; but shareholders will bear in mind that the 
forfeiture and sale of their shares does not relieve them from responsibility to the 
date of such forfeiture ; they should remember that the only safe course to adopt is to 
relinquish, and pay or receive their just proportion. This truth cannot be tvo often 
impressed on all interested in cost-book mines; for a simple forfeiture and sale can 
only place parties in a similar position to what I understand several Wheal Addams 
shareholders are in—their names being given to the merchants, who are enforcing a 
settlement of their claims.—CosT-Book. 


Lapy Bertua.—This mine, like most others in the Tavistock district, has caused con- 
siderable disappointment to those who have purchased for an investment; not that 
the mine itself in this particular instance deserves half the blame that is laid to its 
account. We are aware that parties are easily led away when the prospects of a 
“bal” are placed befure them in glaring colours,—which has been done repeatedly as 
regards this mine,—and especially when the author is known. These remarks are 
applicable to the party referred to by your correspondent in last week’s Journal. If 
he had lair :lue stress on the lowness of price realised for the ore, and the bunchy na- 
ture of the lode, so far as discovered, many expectations and hopes, founded on the 
wished-for dividend,—which are doomed to disappointment for a time,—would bave 
been spared. It must, however, be borne in mind that the shareholders have it in 
their power.to regulate the expenditure.—M. N. 


WHEAL VyvYAN.—I may inform Capt. Hampton that I am quite aware there are two 
20 fin. levels, also an eastern and western mine, and that the only communication be- 
tween them is by the adit level. But in my former remarks I think it will be readily 
seen that I was referring to the 20, where Capt. Hampton strongly entertains the opi- 
nion that a rich lode exists; there appeared to me no need to discriminate between the 
eastern and the western 20, as it is only at one of these points that the reported good 
lode is said to be, and to that I confined myself. Let us bide the forking of the water 
to this level, and when the place is in operation something definite will soon be known. 
In passing, I remark that the lode here has made a diversion south, and, as often oc- 
curs in these cases, was found rather better for mineral; but, in candour, I have too 
often witnessed these sudden changes in Wheal Vyvyan, and their short existence, to 
attach much hope of duration to this. I come now to the good bunch of tin mentioned 
by Capt. Hampton as existing in the bottom level in the western mine, and not worked 
by the lastcompany. This refers to Rowse’s shaft, and I candidly admit there was a 
good bunch of tin near this shaft, but I am truly afraid that in the bottom level we 
shall find the lode but poor.

The general question as to the rating of mines towards the repairs ot 
highways is one that has lately been brought prominently forward by the 
decision of Newman v. ‘Tur Wirron Hicuways, in which unworked salt 
mines were held to be liable to the rate. A few weeks ago we expressed 
our opinion that the decision of the Cheshire justices was unsound in law, 
an opinion in which we have been confirmed by a further consideration ot 
the facts witli which we have been furnished. 

The Highway Act, 5 and 6 Witt. IV., c. 50, renders several kinds of 
property liable to highway rate which are not subject to poor rates ; the 
words of the statute being, that the rate shall be assessed upon all property 
“now liable to be rated and assessed to the relief of the poor, provided 
that the same rate shall also extend to such woods, mines, a nd quarries of 
stone, or other hereditaments, as have heretofore been usually rated to the 
highways.” So that (passing by the nice point as to whether the statute 
relates to any mines except stone mines), the statute charges with the rate 
such mines as have been usually rated to the highways, which last words 
have been held not to limit the rating to the identical mines before actu- 
ally rated, but to apply it to mines of the same class and description as 
those usually rated before, though opened and worked for the first time 
since the passing of the Act. ‘This point was decided by Rex v. SAUNDERS, 
4 Ext, and Bu., 564, J. C., 24, L. J. M. C., 57, the subject for rating 
being described as ‘an underground stone quarry, crane, and engine.” 
Again, the words “usually rated,” have been construed to mean such 
mines and quarries of stone as have been usually actually rated in the parish 
for which the rate is made. So that the Sessions can only enquire whether 
such ‘mines and quarries of stone” were usually rated in the parish at 
the time of the passing of the Highway Act, and not whether they were 
rateable, or whether they were usually rated in other parishes, so that if 
the contention be as to the rateability of a salt mine, the justices should 
enquire whether salt mines have been usually rated in the parish wherein 
such salt mine is situate, and if they have not usually been rated they should 
hold that such salt mine is not chargeable. See Rex v. Rose, 62, B. 153. 

In order, however, to make mines rateable, there must also be a’ bene- 
ficial occupation, but whether in any given case (such as that of Newstan 
v. Tue Wirron Hicuways) the occupation is beneficial is always one 
of extreme doubt, and entirely dependent upon the facts of each case. In 
a previous number of the Journal we cited Rex v. Parrot, and Rex v. Bep- 
WoRTH, in which the occupations were held not to be beneficial; and now 
we are enabled to refer to Rex v. Sutcoares, 12 East, 40, and the recent 
case of Rex v. Fare, 27 L. T., p. 65, also in support of the exemption. 

In Rex v. SuLcoates, commissioners appointed by Act of Parliament for 
draining lands in the East Riding of Yorkshire, finding it necessary to 
cary off the water by a drain, which should pass through Sulcoates to the 
River Hull, purchased land for that purpose in Sulcoates, cut the drain, and 
completed the drainage; the land thus purchased had before been rated to 
the poor of Sulcoates, but Sulcoates was not benefited by the drainage. 
The Commissioners having been rated in Sulcoates appealed, and the 
Court of Queen’s Bench held that they were not rateable, no profit or 
benefit being derived in Sulcoates, either for themselves or others, the 
benefit being all derived in other parishes by the occupiers of the land 
drained, who were taxed in their respective parishes for the improved 
value of their lands resulting from this drainage, and the Court observed 
that if this land in Suleoates was charged, the occupiers of the drained 
land would be doubly charged with poor rates. This case, we submit, is 
one extremely in favour of a beneficial occupation. 

The case of Rex v. Faye, also, in our opinion, confirms Rex v. Parrot 
and Rex v. Bepwortu in every respect, as to the necessity of a beneficial 
occupation. ‘The facts were these. A had an exclusive licence, extending 
over two parishes, to enter upon the lands thereof, and take clay. He 
worked certain pits, and carried on a trade in clay in one parish only, and 
though there was clay under the adjoining parish he did not work it, and 
no clay had been obtained therefrom for many years. The surface of the 
land in the latter parish was let for agricultural purposes. The Court ot 
Queen’s Bench, on these facts, held that A was not rateable as an occu- 
x of pits in the latter parish, but rateable only in the parish in which 

e actually worked clay pits. 

Thus another authority, and that a recent one, is added to the long 
course of decisions extending over a period of nearly sixty years, during 
the whole of which time the current of legal authority has been, in our 
opinion, in favour of Mr. Newman’s exemption.

be about one-fifth that of metal tubbing, so that on this ground it is desir- 
able that it should have a trial. In the discussion of the question attention 
was directed to several points, such as—Will it possess sufficient strength 
to resist high pressures ? Will it be perfectly impervious to water? Will 
it be capable of resisting the action of the different kinds of water and strong 
acids met with in hot upcast shafts? All these points will, of course, have 
to be considered in the question. ‘The subject is again to be brought be- 
fore the institute, and some experiments made to test the capabilities of 
this cement walling : it is formed into blocks about the same size as the 
usual stone for walling shafts, it being proposed to join them together by 
means of cement; the whole will then form a solid body of great strength, 
and, it is alleged, sufficiently water-tight. 

A paper was read by Mr. Armstrong, of Wingate, ‘On Furnace Ven- 
tilation.” This is a subject of the utmost importance in the Ventilation 
of collieries, and the paper is one of a very interesting kind, and we venture 
to predict will also prove of great benefit. The whole subject of the form, 
size, distance from shaft, consumption of fuel, &c., is opened out, and it is 
scarcely necessary to remark that the discussion of this subject will involve 
some of the most delicate and important points connected with mining 
science. Diagrams are shown, exhibiting different forms of furnaces—some 
adapted for use where the whole return-air is passed over the furnace, and 
others where the furnace is fed with fresh air on account of the return-air 
being unfit to take over the furnace, [We shall return to this subject. | 

Tyne Dratnace.—The meeting of coalowners, held at the Turf Hotel, 
to discuss the subject, was rather stormy, still, on the whole, it passed off, 
perhaps, as well as could be expected, considering the number and, in 
some respects, conflicting interests which are involved. The report of the 
committee appointed at the former meeting was read ; from it we learn 
that many alterations—some of them very important—have been made in 
the schedule, and also in the boundaries of the district to be operated upon. 
It will be recollected that the amount required to be raised for the estab- 
lishment of engines is 60,0002., and this sum is proposed to be raised by a 
tax per acre on coal Jands—this tax to range from Is. to 7s. 6d per acre. 
In the schedules the position ot several properties have been altered to suit 
circumstances, and, with respect to the boundaries, several large properties 
have been entirely excluded. Perhaps the most important of those are St. 
Hilda’s at South Shields, Harton, and Jarrow, these places being secure 
from the water at present. This step will at once disarm much opposition. 
Lord Ravensworth was present, and, although he appeared to approve of 
the principles of the bill, yet opposed the drainage on some grounds. The 
most important of those are that the drainage of this large area may pos- 
sibly do much injury to the surface of the land, and, as near the Tyne 
building factories, &c., are pretty thickly studded, this might be serious. 
He (Lord Ravensworth) gave some instances where such had been the re- 
sult of the drainage of mines. ‘This view, however, was opposed by Mr. 
Taylor and others, who contended that there is no probability of such in- 
jury in this case. The reasons given for this view are, that the depth is 
generally considerable, the least depth from surface being 50 fathoms and 
the greatest depth 120 fathoms ; and also the supposed state of the work- 
ings, which are not considered to be open to any considerable extent. A 
motion was made by Mr. Dees to postpone the scheme during the present 
year, but this was lost by a large majority, and, ultimately, a motion was 
adopted approving of the principles of the bill, and instructing the com- 
mittee to have the bill, as amended, printed and circulated among the 
lessors interested, so that they will have an opportunity of assenting, or 
otherwise, to the bill. 

The necessity for carrying out some schemes of this kind is urgent, and 
that without delay, as, if nothing is done, it is quite plain that the exist- 
ence of several collieries now working will be seriously imperilled. It 
transpired at the meeting that the water continues to rise at a rapid rate, 
from 3} to 4 in. vertically per day ; so that the pressure on metal tubbing 
in existing working shafts is continually increasing. The bill, at any rate, 
has received sufficient support to justify its promoters in taking it into the 
Huse of Commons, where it has already passed the standing orders, and 
is expected to be read a second time before Easter. 





‘REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN S80UTH WALES.] 


Fes, 7.—The langour of late so painfully manifest in the Iron Trade 
continues, and matters bear as discouraging an aspect as ever. For bars 
and rails the enquiry is flat, even at a price by no means remunerative. 
The ultimate result it is gloomy to anticipate. An opinion exists, it is true, 
that the American difficulty may yet be settled, and the complications in 
Italy be soon solved, while the opening of the Russian ports in the spring 
is looked forward 1o with some interest. But even should all these turn out as desired, 
considerable time will be occupied, and before its expiration, probably, in addition tothe 
stoppage of works and the reduction of hands, another heavy blow must fall upon the 
workmen in the shape of generally diminished wages, however much the masters may 
strive against resorting to such a course. 

The Coal Trade continues to maintain its healthy condition, The market is brisk, 
with prices firm. At Cardiff the advance of Is. per ton upon steam coal, which took 
place three weeks since, is still supported. The quotations of house coal are well kept 
up. In one or two places, I am sorry to say, differences have arisen between the men 
and masters, so much so at Ebbw Vale that a strike on the part of the colliers resulted 
from the proposition to them of fresh terms. Upon another district a heavy blow has 
fallen. About nine years ago a pit was sunk by Messrs. Powell to the depth of 900 ft., 
no less than 80,000/, being expended upon it. Some return was now being yielded, but 
the squeezing of the workings, and the general nature of the strata, led to a feeling of 
insecurity on the partofthemen. Theattention of the Secretary of State and Mr. Lionel 
Brough, [ler Majesty's Inspector, was directed to it; and after a consultation between 
the latter gentleman and Messrs. Powell, it was determined to close the pit for the pre- 
sent, thus throwing some 300 families outofemploy. It is stated that another shaft will 
be sunk in one of the old levels. 

Trade at the port of Cardiff was rather slack last week. The returns 
show exports of coal amounting to about 20,000 tons, the chief being 606 tons to Gib- 
raltar, by Powell and Son; 780 tons to Gibraltar, by D. Davis; 1169 tons to Callao, by 
Powell and Son; 805 tons to Hong-Kong, by Powell and Son; 925 tons to Havannah, 
by Insole and Son; 1206 tons to Cape Verde, by Heath, Evans, and Co.; 1840 tons to 
Callao, by Nixon, Taylor, and Co. The iron exported comprised—For Barcelona, by the 
Rhymney Company, 201 tons rail; for New York, by Guest and Co., 306 tons bar; for 
Galatz, by W. Crawshay, 221 tons bar and nail; for Bahia, by Calder, 302 tons rail ; 
for Baltimore, by the Rhymney Company, 450 tons rail; for Galatz, by W. Crawshay, 
235 tons bar; for Genoa, by Guest and Co., 90 tons rail; for Zarza Cuba, by the 
Rhymney Company, 345 tons rail; for-Malta, by the Plymouth Company, 36 tons bar; 
for St. Sebastian, by Balleras and Co., 179 tons rail; for Genoa, by Guest and Co., 329 
tons bar; for Messina, by W. Crawshay, 250 tons bars. Freights are generally about 
the same, with the exception of a slight decline in Mediterranean. 

During the week, towards 6000 tons of coal were exported from Swansea, in addition 
te oneor two small cargoes of patent fuel,copper,and arsenic, From Hamburg, 122 tons 
of spelter plates arrived for Grenfell and Sons, and from Hondekiip Bay, 220 tons of cop- 
per ore, for H. Bath and Sons. Although the deceased gentleman was not connected with 
the iron or coal interest, the death of Mr. M. J. Michael may here be alluded to, he 
having been fora large number of years one of the leading merchants of Swansea, and, 
indeed, of South Wales. His business transactions in grain were upon a very extensive 
scale. Mr. Michael, who had been mayor and an alderman of the town, and was con- 
nected with most public movements, died on Monday last. 

Last Tuesday the body of the boy John Jones, whose remains could not be got at in 
consequence of a fall in the Black Vein Pit, were discovered and brought out. None of 
the bodies are now missing. 

A special meeting of the members of the Swansea Coat TRADE Asso- 
CIATION was held in the Guildhall, Swansea, during the past week, the meeting having 
been convened for the purpose of considering the present unsatisfactory condition of the 
coal trade at the port of Swansea—the heavy losses sustained by shippers in demurrage, 
absolute loss of trade, and the impossibility of increasing their shipments at this port; 
in other words, the meeting was held for the purpose of again protesting against the 
ruinous delays which constantly take place in the transit of coal from the great coal 
basin of South Wales, consequent upon the break of guage at Neath, and the Vale of 
Neath Railway Company having no direct communication with and shipping powers at 
the port. The chair was taken by Mr. George Grant Francis, there being a pretty good 
attendance of shippers and merchants also present. A mass of correspondence which had 
passed between the officials of the South Wales and the Vale of Neath Railway Com- 
panies having been read, it was unanimously resolved—* That this meeting is of opi- 
nion that one cause of the South Dock being less used by shippers than the North 
Dock is the insufficient accommodation afforded at the former; and with respect to the 
proposed equalisation of the rates for carrying coal to both docks, the Association is of 
opinion that the adding of an extra charge to established rates for existing accommoda- 
tion without conference with the trade is objectionable in principle, but as the railway 
companies state that the proposed equalisation is only to be tried experimentally for a 
period of six months, the Association would suggest to the trade that its final opinion 
upon this question should be reserved.” With reference to the ruinous detentions which 
constantly take place in the transit of coal from Aberdare, Merthyr, &c., the following 
resolutions were also carried—* That this Association is of opinion that no remedy will 
be found for the evils complained of by the trade, and in the correspondence which had 
just been read, until the Vale of Neath Railway Company obtains direct communication 
with, and shipping powers at, the Port of Swansea.”—‘ That, therefore, the support 
and approval of the Association be given to the bill promoted by the Swansea and Neath 
Railway Company, to be brought forward in the ensuing session of Parliament, which 
will extend the Vale of Neath Railway to this port, and that the Chairman and secretary 
be authorised to sign petitions to both Houses of Parliament in favour thereof on behalf 
of the Association, and to take such other steps as may be necessary to facilitate its pro- 
gress in Parliament.”—“ That the Association cannot allow the opportunity to pass with- 
out stating its opinion that the facilities and improvements promised by the employment 
of a coal superintendent by the railway companies at this port have not only fallen short 
of the reasonable and just expectations of the shippers, but that the result requires an 

immediate enquiry by the parties who made the application.” Letters, addressed by 
Mr. T. L. Marriott to the Chairman and secretary of the Association relative to the pro- 
posed relief of the South Wales Railway from the control of the Great Western Railway 
Company, and the replies therete, were also read, but the consideration was deferred to 


holders was expected in Swansea very shortly. It was also resolved unanimously— 
“ That the proposed Extension Railway to Swansea and Penclawdd be approved, and that 
petitions to Parliament in favour be signed by the Chairman and secretary, who are 
hereby authorised to take such steps in its behalf as may be considered necessary.” 

A correspondent of the Swansea Herald says— Tbe Aberavon Iron Company are 
erecting a monstrous hammer for their forge; this hammer, I believe, is intended to 
assist in the manufacture of a superior class of iron, and will, when erected, be the 
largest in Wales. It may also be observed that the same company are about ‘ blow- 
ing in’ a splendid blast-furnace which they have recently had erected at Liwydcoed. 
The rapid development of the coal resources on the Llwydcoed portion of their estate will 
greatly facilitate the carrying on of the Aberdare Iron Company's Upper Works, and lend 
increased importance to an already well-managed concern.” 





THE IRON ann METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON.) 


Fes. 7.—The North American market is the key to the state and pro- 
spects of the Iron Trade, and the news from there by the last mail is more 
favourable. There are some remittances to hand from the Southern States, 
from which they were not looked for at present: the advices are more hope- 
ful, and there are a few orders for iron. It is devoutly to be hoped that 
these anticipations may prove correct, although it is difficult to see how 
the breach can be healed, or confidence restored, for some time to come. 
The actual demand for iron is dull, and Welsh bars for chain-cables, hur- 
dles, and other purposes in which great ductility isnot essential, are being 
imported into South Staffordshire to aconsiderable extent, the selling price 
being 61. per ton delivered, a rate at which Staffordshire bars cannot be 
sold. The increase of the “stints,” or fixed quantities of work in the 
mines for what is called a day’s work, is proceeding throughout the thin 
coal district, A meeting of the Coalmasters’ Association was held in this 
town yesterday, to consider the question of a reduction of miners’ wages. 
It was unanimously determined that the stints should be increased to what 
it is assetted was the original standard, which amounts to some 12 or 15 per 
cent. above what has recently prevailed, and is equivalent to a reduction of 
wages to that extent. Day men are reduced about 6d. per day. It was 
agreed to take no immediate action for the reduction of wages beyond the 
increase of stints. The terms of the resolution agreed to were— That 
the question of wages remain in abeyance for a short time, but that the but- 
ties be informed that the masters insist on an unconditional return to the 
old measures of stint.” In North Staffordshire the Iron and Coalmasters’ 
Association has decided upon a reduction of 6d. per day in miners’ wages. 
So far the reductions are limited to the wages of the colliers and stone- 
getters, but unless the iron trade improves it will probably be extended to 
the iron-workers. 

The meetings of the local joint-stock banking companies have been held 
during the week. The report of the Dudley and West Bromwich Company has already 
been noticed. The Wolverhampton and Staffordshire, which closed its doors in 1857, is 
steadily recovering its position, and after paying 5 per cent. in the shape of dividends, 
and setting aside 3000/7. to meet any losses from the failure of the Messrs. Hickman, and 
1000/. against other possible bad debts, is able to devote a considerable sum towards 
making up its capital to its nominal amount. The Bilston District Bank, which has 
always been conducted with the greatest prudence and success, besides paying 10 per 
cent,, is able to pay a bonus of 5 per cent. to its shareholders, after raising the guarantee 
fund to the full amount fixed. 

An account published in a Derbyshire paper of the laws of the Horseshoe Nail Makers’ 
Union, exhibits some remarkable provisions, the existence of which could hardly be 
looked for in any similar combination in this century. ‘The trade is strictly limited to 
hereditary descent. Any man who cannot show that he is the son of a horseshoe nail 
maker, must prove by his indentures, or by good witnesses, that he has worked at the 
trade for seven years. Children by a first marriage, whose father was not a horseshoe 
nail maker, cannot enter the trade if their mother marries a maker for her second hus- 
band, and no man having the properancestry, and not having pursued the tradein youth, 
can begin it after the age of 20 years. The caste of the Hindoos finds its fit parailel in 
these absurd regulations, which are as impracticable in this era as it would be to attempt 
to substitute wagons for locomotive trains, or flint tools for steel. 

At the meeting of the Association of Mechanical Engineers in Birmingham, as usual 
several valuable papers were read and discussed by the members.

7.—The prospects of the Iron Trade are, on the whole, of a less 
gloomy nature than of late. The demand for all descriptions of iron for 
home consumption is on the increase, and there has been a more confident 
tone prevalent throughgut the trade. The stocks are low, and merchants 
purchase to meet immediate requirements. There is a tolerably good de- 
mand for all descriptions of railway ironwork; and as there is a prospect 
of a number of new lines being commenced during the present year, there is no doubt

Fata Cottiery Accipent.—A frightful accident happened, on Wed- 
nesday, at the Earl of Shrewsbury and Talbot’s Coppice Pit, Brereton, Staffordshire, by 
which five men and two boys were hurried suddenly into eternity. It appears some of 
these pits have been graduaily filling with water (the pumps not being sufficient to keep 
it under) ; the water has risen some distance up the shaft, and the men were employed 
in driving a fresh heading about half-way up the shaft. A gang of seven went down 
about seven o'clock, and had been at work about an hour, when a sudden explosion of 
fire-damp occurred, blowing the platform to atoms. Two men were upon it, whose bodies 
had not been recovered, but are supposed to have dropped into the water below ; the 
other men have been recovered, but were dead from suffocation. One of the men, it is 
conjectured, dropped a candle or spark, and thus caused ignition. 














GENERAL MINING COMPANY FOR IRELAND. 
The following is an account of a property in Ireland, attracting just now a great deal 
of attention, called the General Mining Company for Ireland, in 6000 shares, 4/. paid, and 
limited to 25/.,situated in county Tipperary,near Nenagh.

During the last half-year 981/. worth of ore 
was sold in a rough state. The colour of the stuff is a deep dull yellow; and the ochre 
when cleaned sel! for paintatabout 2/.aton Thecostof extractionand dressing will be 
small; it is estimated about 10s.aton.

COPIAPO EXTENSION RAILWAY COMPANY. 
The annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the company’s offices, New 
Broad-street, on Tuesday,—Mr. J. Lanoucuere in the chair. 
Mr. E. J, Coie (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, when the mi- 
nutes of the last were read and confirmed. 
‘The following report of the directors was then read : -- 
The directors beg to submit to the annual meeting the audited accounts to Dec. 31, 
embracing the traffic returns to Nov. 30. The balance-shect exhibits a deficit on capital 
account, arising from the outlay on plant and road, of 11,1967. 5s. 8d., and the profit and 
loss account shows a profit on traffic for the 11 months, ending Nov. 30, of 11302. 8s. 9d., 
from which has to be deducted the loss incurred to Dec. 31, of 922/. 15s. 3d.: leaving a 
balance of profit of 2077. 13s. 6d. The traffic returns, which best afford information as 
to the past operations on the line, are, from the commencement, as follows :—

It will thus be seen that a gradual increase has taken place in the quarterly returns, 
and according to recent advices from the managing directorin Chili, a further important 
addition will be made to the present traffic immediately on the application of steam 
power, instead of the haulage by mules. The directors have much satisfaction in being 
able to report the safe arrival at Caldera, on Dec. 5, of the Elizabeth Hargrave, with the 
first locomotive on board; every dispatch was being used in discharging the vessel, and 
the engine was promised to be ready by Jan. 15. The second locomotive was expected 
to reach Caldera about six weeks later. When, therefore, regular steam communication 
is established with Chanarcillo, not only will the traffic considerably increase, but the 
working expenses will immediately diminish ; and as the directors intend raising the 
tariff of freights (by the advice of the resident managing director), they Jook forward 
to satisfactory results being realised in the present year. The silver mining operations 





time past; but it is impossible not to notice the growing dissatisfaction existing gst 
the men, which appears calculated sooner or later to break out into one of those cala- 
mities known asa strike. The dispute with the men employed by Messrs. Briggs and 
Son, coalmasters, Methley, and Messrs, Harding, of Churwell, has been arranged, and 
the men have returned to work. The strike at the Oaks Pit, at Barnsley, has been ar- 
ranged, The great difficulty has been to carry out the new Mines Inspection Act of 
last session, on account of the reluctance shown by the masters and inspectors towards 
it. The masters appear unwilling to allow the men to appoint a weigher from their own 
body. The masters, it is asserted, discharge the man appointed to be weigher, so as to dis- 
qualify him for the office. There appears to be legal difficulty incarrying out some parts 
of the Act, and the men intend to submit a number of questions for the opinion of counsel. 
Preparations are being made for re-opening Earl Fitzwilliam’s colliery at Park-gate, 
which was closed nearly a month ago by fire. The fire has been extinguished by the 
introduction of carbonic acid gas. The colliers who were thrown out of employment 
have had work found them at the other collieries of the Earl, and relief has been ad- 
ministered to their families. 

The efforts which are being made to open a direct railway communication with the Der- 

byshire coal fields and Grimsby are exciting attention. The demand for coal for export is 
unlimited, and if a cheap and direct line can be opened it will have a great effect on the 
coal trade of Derbyshire. A line of rails is also proposed to be made from Keadby to 
Barnethy, which will give Grimsby a direct communication with the coal fleids of South 
Yorkshire. Large beds of iron ore have been discovered within two or three miles of 
Keadby, from which a considerable amount of traffic would be likely to arise. The pro- 
posed amalgamation of the South Yorkshire line with the Manchester, ShefMfeld, and 
Lincolnshire Railways is a step which is calculated to facilitate the mineral traffic of 
South Yorkshire. A meeting of the directors of both companies was held on Saturday, 
when the terms for amalgamation were agreed upon, subject to the approval of the re- 
spective shareholders. The terms are to lease the line and to guarantee next half-year’s 
dividend at 4% per cent., and 5 per cent. in 1862, with an addition of upwards of 4 per 
cent. for every 62,500 tons of coal carried over the line above 1,000,000 tons. 
Much good is calculated to arise from the steps which many coalmasters are now 
adopting to ensure a due observance of the Act relating to the working of collieries. On 
Monday, @ collier named Samuel Woofinden was charged by Messrs. Charlesworth, of 
Warren Vale Pit, with going into a dangerous part of the pit with his lamp, contrary 
to the rules. Mr. Whitfield, solicitor, appeared to prosecute. It was proved in evidence 
that Woofinden went into a part of the pit where a danger board was exhibited, and 
removed it. The defendant contended that if there had been foul air in the place he 
would not have been safe where he was working. The magistrates said they were bound 
to uphold the rules in collieries, and as a warning to others they should fine the 
defendant 30s., and costs.—Three colliers, named Wilkinson, Thorp, and Wood, were 
brought before the Barnsley magistrates, on Tuesday, charged with having lighted can- 
dies in the Westwood Colliery, to the great danger of the men. Mr. Peacock, solicitor, 
said, as the men had agreed to plead guilty, and not to offend again, he should not press 
for penalties. The defendants were then ordered to pay the expenses. 

Two deaths have resulted from the explosion at the North Gawber Colliery, Barnsley, 
which occurred about a fortnight ago. At the inquest it was proved that a stone had 
fallen from the roof, which emitted a quantity of foul gas, that exploded and knocked 
three men down, and burnt them severely. 

A meeting of the North Derbyshire Company was held to-day, when terms of com- 
pensation were agreed upon from the Peak United Company, which were stated to be 
one-thirteenth part ofthe ore got, and not one-tenth of the profits, as wasoriginally pro- 
posed. The mine has been cleared of water, and sinking operations being proceeded with, 
The directors also agreed to allow the arrears of the calls to stand over until March 25. 











A Co.uiery on Frre.—A few days since a fire was discovered to have 
broken out in the old workings of the Geunea Colliery, Lianelly, belonging to Messrs, 
Neville and Co, The fire has burnt with considerable rapidity ever since, notwithstand- 
ing that a large number of workmen are doing everything in their power to extinguish 
the flames. The plan adopted is to cut around the fire, and by throwing an immense 
quantity of water thereupon overcome the difficult and dangerous task of putting out a 
standing fire in a colliery. 

Breacu or Cortiery Ruves PunisHep.—A flagrant case of breach 
of colliery rules came before the Rotherham magistrates, the defendant being Samuei 
Woofinden, formerly a fire-trier, but now employed as a miner at Messrs. Chariesworth’s 
Warren Vale Colliery, near Rawmarsh. The special rules, passed under the authority 
of the 23d and 24th Vict., and certified by the Government Inspector, provide that fire- 
triers shall examine the entire workings of the colliery every morning, before any of the 
miners are allowed to descend ; and, in case of finding any part of the workings unsafe, 
shall indicate the danger by placing two rails crosswise at the entrance tosuch dangerous 
part, and by placing the word “ Fire” ina conspicuous position. The rules further require 
the fire-triers personally to warn the miner ordinarily employed in the dangerous place ; 
and they prohibit any miner from passing a danger signal underany circumstances. On 
the morning of Jan. 25, Isaac Hawkins, fire-trier, discovered sulphurous gas in the work- 
place of George Wheeler, and erected the prescribed danger signal at the entrance. He 
also told Wheeler not to enter his workplace on account of the gas. Wheeler informed 
Woofinden, with whom he was working in partnership, that there was gas in his place, 
which would prevent him working. Woofinden replied, “ Let us go and see.” Acting 
upon this advice, Wheeler applied for his lamp to go to his workplace, but it was refused 
him. Woofinden thereupon applied for his lamp, and it was given to him, the fire-trier 
supposing that he wanted it as usual to go to his own working. Woofinden, however, 
despite the danger signal, and the personal warning which he knew Wheeler had received, 
at once proceeded with his lamp to the dangerous workplace, followed by Wheeler, who 
carried no light, Fortunately no accident resulted.—Woofinden’s defence was, that the 
ventilating current passed through Wheeler’s workplace to his, and that he merely went 
to see whether there was a sufficiently large accumulation of gas to render his own work- 
place dangerous.—Mr. Whitfield, who appeared for the prosecution, remarked that if he 
had any doubt on that point, his duty was either to refer to the under-viewer, or stay 
away from work.—The Bench said, if miners were allowed to commit flagrant breaches 


of Ch illo, are the largest in the district of Copiapo, but for want of cheap means of 
carriage it has been found hitherto unremunerative to transport the low class ores, of which 
large quantities have accumulated on the surface. The reducing of these ores, called 
* desmontes,” in combination with copper ores, is now becoming an important and in- 
creasing business,and there is no doubt that it will be the means of affording consider- 
able additional traffic for this road. The directors have been informed that, besides the 
business which has been hitherto carried on in the neighbourhood of Copiapo in the pro- 
duction of argentiferous regulus, an extensive copper smelting establishment at Caldera 
has recently erected furnaces specially for this trade, and has entered into a large con- 
tract with one of the principal mines of Chanarcillo for a supply of “ desmontes.” With 
a view, also, to promote the traffic, the directors of the Copiapo Railway Company (the 
main line) have intimated their intention to propose at the next meeting of shareholders 
a reduction of the toll on their line for this class of mineral, which will be greatly to 
the advantage of this company. 

With regard to the capital account, it will be seen that the cost of the locomotives 
has been 8587/. 4s. 3d., and that the sum of 23727, 9s. 2d. has been expended from June, 
1859, to Nov. 30, 1860, in stock and road repairs, and leaves, with the former balance of 
2367. 12s. 3d., the sum of 11,1967. 5s. 8d. to be provided for on this occasion. 

By the statutes of the company, the meeting has the power to increase the capital stock 
to the extent of 20,0007. by the issue.of 2000 shares, of 107. each ; at the present time the 
directors consider it will be more advantageous to issue bonds for that sum, bearing in- 
terest at 7 per cent. per annum for a period of five years, giving the holders thereof the 
power to exchange them for shares at par at the expiration of that term. At present, 
the directors propose to issue 120 bonds of 1007. each=12,000/,, a preference in the allot- 
ment of which will be given to shareholders. 

The directors have now to bring under the consideration of this meeting the forfeiture 
of the following shares, upon which calls remain unpaid :—170 shares upon which 81. per 
share were unpaid ; 70 shares upon which 7/. were unpaid ; and 60 shares upon which 1/. 
was unpaid. At this meeting two of the directors retire—Mr. Spencer Naylor Dickson 
and Mr. William Wheelwright, who being eligible offer themselves for re-election. 

A statement of accounts, as audited by Cooper Brothers and Co., public accountants, 
was presented. 

The CHarRMAN said the board had hoped that Mr. Wheelwright, their colleague, would 
have arrived in England in sufficient time to have been present upon that occasion. It 
was the more desirable that Mr. Wheelwright should be present, inasmuch as he had 
recently been on the spot, and could give his opinion upon the probable issue, He might 
add that Mr. Wheelwright’s letter spoke very confidently of the undertaking, saying 
he had no doubt that with a little patience they would do very well. 

Mr. Dickson (a director), in answer to a question, stated that the total cost of the two 
locomotives (referred to in the report), including duplicates, freight, insurance, and all 
incidental expenses connected therewith,amounted to 80007. It was calculated that each 
locomotive would be capable of conveying 50 tons. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the main line, of which theirs was an extension or branch, 
was two years before it paid a dividend, and then only at the rate of 5 per cent., but it 
was now paying dividends at the rate of 16 per cent., inaddition to which a bonus was 
given two years ago. As regarded their extension line, however, it, of course, remained 
to be seen what results would be produced; certain it was that even with the present 
mode of mule haulage a small profit was realised, and there was, therefore, reason to be- 
lieve when the locomotives got to work that their expenses would diminish and the 
traffic increase, justifying the hope that a considerable profit would be realised. 

Mr. E. Rours enquired whether any estimate had been made as to the saving that 
would be effected, or the profit that would be realised, when the locomotives were in 
regular working? 

The CHAIRMAN replied they had every reason to believe that great profits would s¢¢ 
crue from the then diminished working cost—indeed, it had been estimated their work- 
ing expenses would be reduced something like 50 per cent. 

The Secretary said that duplicates had been made and sent out, so that no time 
would be lost in the event of an accident occurring to any part of the engines. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired whether mule haulage had been a temp y arrang t? 

The CuarRMAN replied that when thecompany was first projected it was only intended 
to employ mules, They had now about 250 mules, the whole of which was the com- 
pany’s property, and they estimated their value at fully 12007. He thought the only 
mistake they had made was in not having in the first instance employed locomotives. 
But at the same time, it was satisfactory to know that even by mule haulage their 
traffic had continued to considerably increase. 

Mr. Rovra said it app d animpression had got abroad that the permanent way was 
hardly of sufficient strength for locomotive traffic. 

Mr. Dickson, in answer to the remark of the hon. proprietor, said he had received 4 
letter from America, written by the engineer of the Copiapo main line, wherein he stated 
that a 43-lb. rail was perfectly strong enough to carry an engine with a weight of 40 or 
50 tons up a gradient without creating any additional friction. 

The CHarnMaN said on the old line they employed only a 56-1b. rail. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if there had been any idea of putting down additional 
sleepers and chairs ? 

Mr. Dickson replied that three eminent engineers had expressed themselves fully 88 
tisfied with the line. Mr. Woods thought additional sleepers would be an advantage t0 
the line, but still he did not consider it required them, inasmuch as the line had been 
constructed for mineral traffic, where great speed was unnecessary. 

Mr. THoMAS PaRKER, deeming it of the utmost importance that shareholders should 
obtain the fullest information, and that it was exceedingly desirable that they should 
have an opportunity of availing themselves of the presence of Mr. Wheelwright, Us~ 
gested that the present meeting should be adjourned. 

Mr. RourH, agreeing with Mr. Parker as to the adjournment, thought it was perfectl¥ 
competent for that meeting to empower the directors to issue debenture bonds to the 
extent of 30007., in order to provide capital to meet immediate wants. 

The CHAIRMAN thought they were justified in believing the company would do well, 
taking as a precedent the great success of the main line. 

Mr. PARKER hoped the directors would in future call shareholders together rathe? 
oftener than once in twelve months. Every six months was quite seldom enough

The CHAIRMAN said he greatly regretted that some more experienced member of the 
board had not been called on to occupy the position of Chairman upon that occasion. 
Since they last met they had lost by death two much respected members of that society 
—he referred to their lamented trustee, Mr. Cancellor, and to Mr. Richards, a director. 
The present court would, therefore, have to elect a trustee in the room of Mr. Cancellor, 
who had filled the office of trustee with such ability and zeal, but who was so well known 
from the public position he filled for so many years that he need scarcely say that he 
lived respected and died regretted. To fill the vacancy thus joned it was p i

The appointment was then made in the usual way. 

The CHAIRMAN said they had now toelect a director in the room of Mr. Richards, who 
was one of the early directors of that society, and whose loss they all deeply deplored. 
To fill that vacancy it was proposed toappoint Mr. W. H. Walton, which gentleman occu- 
pied the position of Queen’s Remembrancer and Master of the Court of Exchequer, and 
he was sure, if the court should determine upon electing him, the interest of the society 
could not possibly be placed in better hands. 

Mr. W. H. Walton having been duly elected director, 

Mr. Downes (the actuary) read the report, from which it appeared that during the 
past year there were issued 285 new policies, assuring 363,310/., at premiums amount- 
ing to 15,446/., being 34 new policies, insuring 47,482/., at premiums of 2237/. more 
than 1859. Theamount paid as claims upon death under 188 policies was 218,832/.,and 
as bonuses 91,432/., making together 310,264/.,as compared with 224,979/., under 200 
volicies, and 76,6927. bonusses, together 301,671/. for 1859, being a difference of 8593/., the 
q incipal cause of the increase being the additional bonusses to which policies which be- 
“ame claims in 1860 were entitled by reason of the recent division of profits. The amount 
paid on account of surrender of policies and bonuses in 1860 was 24,520/.,against 10,2122. in 
1859. The difference was attributable to the division of profits, the surrender being more 
pumerous immediately after each distribution ; 36,5097. of bonuses had been surrendered 
during the past year for cash, or reduction of premium separately from the policies to which 
such bonuses were allotted. The cost of management was 69087. The total numberof 
policies struck off the books from all causes was 272, assuring 316,573/., with bonuses 
of 117,060/. The increase in the society’s assets, after paying all claims, surrenders, and 
outgoings, was 93,9127. No part of the Irish estates had been sold during the past year, 
but had produced a nett income of 9450/., being a return of about 47. 10s. per cent. upon 
the 208,7407. advanced. The unsold portion of the estates in Connemara comprised 
174,144 acres, and 9565 acres in Mayo: 112,184/., being the one-fifth part of the sum 
transferred from the assurance fund at the division of profits in 1859, raised the proprie- 
tors’ balance of principal to 735,0432. Outof the profits of the proprietors’ fund the board 
proposed to pay a dividend of 3/. 1s. per share, free of income tax. From the balance- 
sheet it appeared that the proprietors’ guaranteed fund on Dec, 31 last was 778,141. ; 
the assurance fund, 4,217,761/.; and the unissued drafts for claims, &c., in course of pay- 
ment, 26,640/., making a total of 5,022,542/. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, stated that he had very few re- 
marks to make, as the report had anticipated any remarks that a Chairman might other- 
wise be expected tomake, He thought all must have observed that the report furnished 
matter for unmixed congratuiation. There was not a point in it which did not bear 
testimony to the continued prosperity of that great society, and when they recollected 
that within a lifetime of about 36 years that society had paid in claims, including bo- 
nuses, the sum of 5,000,0007. sterling, and yet at the present time it had an invested 
fund of a nearly like amount, there was perhaps scarely upon record an instance of such 
marvellous prosperity achieved in so short atime. He believed it would be found that 
the care with which the affairs of that society had been managed, the prudence and dis- 
cretion with which lives had been selected, and the basis upon which the society’s cal- 
culations had from the first rested, had materially conduced to that remarkable degree 
of prosperity. The first point to which he would particularly call the attention of the 


-court was the increase in the number of new insurances effected during the year. It 


would be recollected that when that society was first established it possessed a monopoly 
of the field, there being no other competitors connected with the legal profession, but 
now, notwithstanding the great severity of competition to which they were exposed, 
their society had done more new business during the past year than for several preceding 
years. With regard to the amount of claims, there would necessarily be some variation, 
arising from accidental causes, quite independent of what might be called the law of the 
association. Of course, the first years of any such society were years of receipts, but as 
time went on years of payment came, and lives dropped off, when they must expect the 
claims upon the society would increase, which could only be met by an increase of new 
business. The next point to which he would call attention was to the subject of bonus. 
He believed he might say that the sum thus paid had given unqualified satisfaction. 
Amongst the 8000 assured there was scarcely heard asingle murmur, while on all hands 
the greatest satisfaction had been expressed. With regard to the position of the pro- 
prietors, he need hardly say that the affairs of the proprietors, as a distinct class, could 
not flourish unless the funds, as regarded the assured, flourished too; but it was very 
satisfactory to find that the board were able to increase the annual payment in the way 
oi a dividend to proprieters upon their shares; and, while upon that subject, he might 
state that the directors in declaring the dividend did not think it expedient to divide the 
profits too closely, with a view to equalise the amount of future dividends. So far from 
the dividends diminishing they had increased the annual dividend the present year 3/. 1s., 
as compered with 27. 10s. the previous year, and the board looked forward with confident 
expectation that they would be able to continue that dividend until the next quinquen- 
nial division took place. They felt they were consulting the interest of proprietors by 
keeping something like a reserve in hand, so that they might be quite sure there would 
be no occasion for a reduction in the rate of dividend ; and really, when they recollected 
the enormous figures to which he had alluded —that they had paid 5,000,000/., that they 
had still an invested sum of 5,000,009/., and that upon the sum of 10/7. paid they were 
receiving a dividend of 3/. 1s. per share, free of income tax, he thought the proprietors 
had no reason to be dissatisfied with the result of their 36 years’ working. The assurance 
fand spoke for itself, and a reference to the balance-sheet would show that the invest- 
ments were as safe and productive as they possibly could be. With regard to their 
Irish estates, undoubtedly there was a time when those estates were a source of much 
anxiety to the directors as well as proprietors, but now they had no invested capital 
with respect to which they had a right to feel more confidence than those Irish estates. 
That investment yielded a nett annual return of 44% per cent.,and they had reason to 
believe it was an improving rental. The society,it was true, were not landholders, but 
those estates had been forced into the society’s hands, and proprietors might rest assured 
they would realise upon those estates as soon as a favourable opportunity occurred, the 
business of the society being rather to advance money upon securities than to invest it 
upon the purchase of land. But, at the same time, it was extremely satisfactory that 
that capital was producing an annual return of 44% per cent. per annum. (Hear, hear.) 

The adoption of the report having been seconded by Mr. C. R. TURNER, the resolution 
was put and carried unanimously. 

Upon the motion of the Chairman, the 52d clause of the Deed of Settlement was re- 
pealed, and another substituted, the object being to give the board full discretion to deal 
with cases where the parties died by their own hands, by duelling, or by the hands of 
justice.—Mr. WiLtoueusy having approvedl of the clause, a vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man terminated the proceedings. 


LONDON AND COUNTY BANK. 


The ordinary half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, on 
Thursday, Mr. WILLIAM NIcoL, M.P., in the chair. 


Mr. R. P. Nicnots (the secretary) read the advertisement convening the meeting, when 
the report of the directors was submitted (which appears in our advertising columns). 

The CHAIRMAN then said he had now to propose that the report and accounts just read be 
received and adopted, but before putting that proposition to the meeting, the shareholders 
would expect from him a more detailed account of the progress of the bank during the 
last half-year than could possibly be given in the condensed shape in which the report 
and accounts were presented. Before proceeding to that, however, he must ask per- 
mission of the meeting to pay a slight tribute of respect to the memory of one of their 
directors who had departed from amongst them. He referred to Mr. James Andrew 
Durham, who had been for 12 years a director of that bank ; he was unobtrusive in his 
manner, and mild and kind in his deportment, and on all occasions of emergency they 
found the value of his assistance in the sound advice which he always gave; he was a 
serious loss to his colleagues, and also to the shareholders at large ; he was apparently in 
good health one day, and the following night he was acorpse. The place had been filled 
up by the election of Mr. Chas. Salisbury Butler, M.P. for the Tower Hamlets—a gentle- 
man who, in all probability, was as well known to the majority of shareholders and the 
public at large, as he wasto the directors for his valuable business qualities, and the 
position which he held wonld, he thought, render his election satisfactory to the share- 
holders. (Hear.) Referring as briefly as possible to the accounts, it would be seen that 
the capital account amounted to 500,000/., and the reserve fund to 110,000/., which were 
the same items as had been presented u a former occasion. The amount due by the 





pon 
_ bank for customers’ balances was 5,532,642/., which formed a gratifying item in the ac- 


counts, inasmuch as it showed an increase of above half-a-million during the year 1860, 
the exact figures being 557,5857. Thereby showing the increased confidence of the public 
in the establishment; and they had every reason to believe that that confidence would 
continue to increase as time advanced. The increase during the half-year ending July 
amounted to 331,108/., but the increase during the half-year ending December amounted 
to only 166,4877, But that was readily and weli accounted for. They were all aware 
of the unfavourable weather during the last autumn, and that the usual crops through- 
out the agricultural districts were not so well got in as could have been desired ; conse- 
quently the farmers, instead of being able to carry their corn to market as usual, and 
thus increase their bankers’ balances, they frequently had occasion to ask for some little 
assistance from the bank, which was always readily accorded to them, taking care, of 
course, that ample security was given for the advances thus made. It was upon such 
occasions that the value of such an institution as the London and County Bank in the 
various districts of England was most felt, for it was then that it displayed its power and 
willingness to do a vast amount of good, by assisting industrious men who were strug- 
gling against those adverse seasons to which farmers were liable, and by enabling them 
to hold their |corn until it was ina fit state to be brought tofmarket. By the assistance 
thus rendered, farmers were able to pay their rents, and other expenses connected with 
their farming operations. The next item to which he would refer was the amount of 
profits. The gross profits for the half-year, after making provision for bad and doubtful 
debts, was 134,7217. He believed that amount was larger than ever before had been rea- 
lised during any corresponding period ; and he was glad to say they did not look forward 
with dread to a loss of any importance. (Hear.) On the other side of the account it 
would be seen there was cash in hand at the head office amounting to 645,939/. That 
happened to be a larger item than usual, but that was entirely accidental. Many of the 
customers pay in all the money they can just before the end of the half-year, and, per- 
haps, draw it out a few days afterwards. The cash placed at call, and at short notice, 
amounted to 555,320/.; that was considerably: less than appeared at the end of the pre- 
ceding half-year; less, indeed, by 336,0007. But that was well accounted for by the 
succeeding item of bills discounted, so that, instead of having their money lying at call, 
from which a small rate of interest was received, they had been able to employ it more 
profitably to the shareholders by discounting bills at a higher rate. The investmentsin 
Government and other guaranteed stock amounted to 615,8007., which was an increase 
of 110,0007. since the last half-year, arising chiefly from investments in Consols and other 
securities of that kind, which the usual business of the bank required. Some addition 
had been made in the shape of calls,and the advances tocustomers upon special securities 
had'decreased by 15,000/.,f®y payments made on account of those securities. Th 





ision already given; but, at the same time, it would be unwise not to make prepara- 
tion for an adverse judgment. It was, therefore, upon that ground that the directors 
proposed to make the addition of 15,000/. to the reserve fund. So far from even sup- 
posing that the decision would be reversed, the directors were very confident that it 
would be confirmed, consequent upon the goodness ot their cause, and upon the zeal and 
judicious and successful manner with which their excellent solicitors had carried on the 
suits hitherto. Referring more generally to theaffairs of the bank, the proprietors would 
be glad to learn that it continued to receive the support of the public—so much so, that 
there had been an increase during 1860 in the number of customers of no less than 2694, 
so that the London and County now performed the office of bankers for 27,186 customers, 
which he believed was a larger number of customers than any bank in England pos- 
sessed. It showed that confidence was still on the increase; and by prudent manage- 
ment he hoped it would continue so. Since last meeting they had opened a new 
branch at Shoreditch, arising from the unfortunate failure of a private bank. The 
London and County was called upon to render some assistance upon that occasion, 
Although it was found inexpedient to afford assistance to Messrs, Davies and Co. them- 
selves, the London and County gladly stepped forward to aid their customers. The 
success of that branch, he was glad to say, had been very complete, for not only had 
almost all the customers of that bank transferred their accounts to the London and 
County, but a considerable number of people in the neighbourhood had also been in- 
duced to open accounts. The new branch opened at Islington progressed very success- 
fully ; it was in a highly flourishing condition, and promised to make an important addi- 
tion to the branch establishments. It was also proposed to open at Lleniey-upon-Thames 
a kind of sub-branch to that at Reading, in compliance with the application of several 
influential parties in the neighbourhood. The increase of business had, of course, re- 
quired an additional amount of Jabour, and the directors had, cc 1 ly, appointed 
Mr. Roberts as assistant manager at the head-office, having been for a long period in 
in the service of the bank as manager of the Romford branch. The directors bad the 
highest opinion of his business qualities, and thought his appointment likely to be most 
advantageous. Referring to the Irish affairs, he said that, although they had been ex- 
pecting for a long time to realise upon those estates and properties, there was reason to 
hope such would be the case ina few months. The greater portion of those estates had 
been sold, although there had been considerable difficulty in getting the money out of 
the hands of their friends on the other side of the water. Within the last few days— 
indeed, since January 1—the money had flowed in to no less an amount than 
something like 45,0007. (Hear.) At the last meeting shareholders were informed 
there had been received 18,144/. on account of the Irish sales, and last month they 
received 9467/., and no later than yesterday they received a further sum of 35,700/. 
They had still further sums to receive, and he thought there were yet two or three es- 
tates unrealised—these sums together formed a considerable item upon what might be 
called the Sadleir legacy. The Westminster property, of which the bank,as mortgagees, 
were in possession, was making very considerable improvement, and its value was likely 
to considerably increase. Since last meeting two new banks had connected themselves 
with the London and County, which was a new feature, likely to be productive of con- 
siderable advantage —he referred to the London and South African and the Central Bank 
of Western India. Having congralulated the shareholders upon the great prosperity which 
the bank had achieved, and the prospects presented, he concluded by moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts. 

Mr. Cuampion Jones having seconded the motion, it was unanimously passed. 

A dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. for the half-year, free of income tax, was then 
declared, 15,0007. being carried to the reserve fund, and 3728, to the credit of profit and 
loss new account. 

The retiring directors (Messrs. J. W. Burmester, J. Fleming, and W. C. Jones) hav- 
ing been unanimously re-elected, a vote of thanks was passed to the board for the effi- 
cient manner with which they continue to conduct the affairs of the bank. 

A special vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. W. M‘Kewan (general manager), Mr. 
W. J. Norfolk (chief inspector), Mr. R. P. Nichols (secretary), and the other officers of 
the bank, which was acknowledged in a few appropriate remarks by Mr. M‘Kewan. A 
vote of thanks to the Chairmanterminated the proceedings. 











MINE BOUNDARIES—SOUTH WHEAL FRANCES AND 
WEST WHEAL BASSET. 

In the Court of Exchequer Chamber (Sittings in Error), on Thursday, 
before Justices Williams, Willes, and Byles, and Barons Channell and 
Wylde, the important mining case of Reynolds v. Buckley, involving the 
question of disputed boundary between the South Wheal Frances and 


West Basset Mines, in the parish of Illogan, Cornwall, came on upon 
an appeal from a judgment of the Court of Queen’s Bench, in favour of 
the South Frances Mine, affirming the verdict of the jury before whom the cause had 
been tried at the Cornwall Assizes in the spring of 1858. 

Mr. Lush, Q.C., Mr. Coleridge, and Mr. Bullar were the counsel for West Wheal Basset, 
and Mr. Montague Smith, Q.C., and Mr. Karslake for South Wheal Frances. 

Mr, Lush was partly heard on Wednesday, and continued his arguments the next day. 

Mr. MONTAGUE SMITH was then heard for South Frances, and Mr. Lusu having replied, 
the Court retired to consider their judgment, which on their return was delivered by— 

Mr. Justice WiILtIaMs, who said :—lIn this case it is not necessary to decide whether 
the construction of the lease in question is properly a question for the Court, or a ques- 
tion for the jury. On that we give no opinion; should the point arise, it might be 
proper to refer to the case of Lord Waterpark v. Pennell, reported in the 5th Jurist, 
new series, page 1131,in the House of Lords. The reason why it is not necessary to 
give any opinion upon that point at present is, that we have arrived at the same con- 
clusion as that at which the jury have arrived, and, therefore, in no point of view ought 
their verdict to be disturbed. In other words, if it is a question of law, on the con- 
struction of the lease of 1835, on which only can the appellant claim to have the verdict 
entered for him, then we are of opinion that upon that question the respondent is in the 
right. The question is whether, under the lease of 1835, the southern line, the boundary 
of the demised premises, ought to be drawn from the south of John Vincent’s house, or 
from the north, and we are all of opinion that the line should be drawn from the north. 
We are bound to take into consideration the map on the back of the lease, because the 
lease, after describing the premises demised, proceeds to say, “‘ Which said premises are 
particularly delineated by the map on the back of this sett.” It was suggested by Mr. 
Lush, in the course of his argument, that the position of the house having been wrongly 
described in the map, at all events in respect of its being too far to the west, the de- 
lineation in this respect onght to be rejected asa falsi demonstratio; but the rule of 
law upon this subject is well settled, as appears by the case which Mr. Lush cited of 
Llewellyn v. Lord Jersey, in the 11th Meesom and Welsby, and also that of Morrell v. 
Fisher, in the 4th Exchequer, page 604—that if there be an adequate and sufficient 
description, with convenient certainty of what was meant to pass, a subsequent erro- 
neous addition will not vitiate it. Now, in the present case, even according to Mr. 
Lush’s argument the verbal description of the southern boundary of the premises demised 
is consistent with either contention, and, therefore, cannot be deemed to carry with it 
convenient certainty within the terms of the rule I have just mentioned, Many fine and 
ingenious arguments have been employed, but none of them appear to us to be conclusive. 
The most powerful, perhaps, of them was that which was founded on the supposition 
that, taking the scale of the plan endorsed on the lease, and measuring from the line up 
to the road therein described, it would require such an extent of ground as would make 
it necessary that the line should be drawn to the south of John Vincent’s house as it 
really exists; but this argument altogether depends on the supposition that the boun- 
dary line was intended to be, and was, in fact, drawn with absolute correctness with refer- 
ence to the other part of the plan, and we do not think that this can be properly as- 
sumed to be the fact ; after listening to the arguments we are by no means satisfied that 
it was so in fact, and we prefer deciding the case on the plain indication which the map 
affords—that the intention was that the line should be drawn from the north-east corner 
of John Vincent’s house, as it in fact stood, and we must carry that intention into effect, 
without any regard to any inaccuracies in respect to the true position of the house on the 
map. On these grounds we think the judgment of the Court below must be affirmed.

IN RE THE LITTLE DOWN AND EBBER ROCKS MINING 
COMPANY — CALL. 

Court oF BANKRUPTCY, FEB. 8.—A winding-up order was recently made in this 
case ; the list of contributors was settled, and this was the day appointed for making a 
call.—Mr. BaGLey appeared for the official liquidator.—Mr. StRaNGwareEs, on behalf 
of a lady who had been placed on the list for 100 shares as Mrs. Bellamy, of Tynemouth, 
Devon, wished the case to be re-opened. The lady, then a widow, had since married 
Mr. Abraham Lee, of Liverpool, who denied her liability, on the ground that there had 
been no acceptance of the shares.—Mr. BaGLey protested against the list being re-opened, 
without a formal application to the Court, of which due notice should be given.—His 
Honovr said that ff the applicant could make out a prima facie case of non-acceptance 
of shares he would allow the question to be re-opened on due notice.—Mr. BaGLey 
stated that the company, as originally constituted, consisted of 15,000 shares of 17. 
each ; only 2s. 6d. per share was paid, and that not by the whole of the shareholders. 
Contributories had been placed on the list in respect of 14,182 shares. If the holders of 
all those shares were to pay, a very small sum—about 2s. 6d. per share—would be more 
than sufficient to pay all the debts of the company. But payment by many of the 
parties was out of the question, for they were not in cireumstances to pay; others, 
whose names were on the list, were expected to dispute their 'iability. Under those 
circumstances, the official liquidator felt it necessary to propose a larger call than would 
otherwise be necessary, a call of 17s. 6d. per share. Only about 300 shareholders had 
intimated anything like a disposition to pay what was necessary on the calls. It was 
proposed to avoid the expense of further meetings by making a call in the first instance 
that would cover all expenses necessary, in order to ascertain who were liable, and to 
make them pay. The actual debts of the company were 7182.; but other proofs were 
expected to be made. One of the shareholders, a gentleman named John William Wray, 
stood on the list for 10,250 shares. He had been out of the country nearly from the time 
that the company suspended its operations. It was for the interest of all the other 
shareholders that he should be successfally proceeded against ; but this could not be done 
without means. The official liquidator, therefore, proposed a call of 17s. 6d. per share. 

Mr. WALDRON, on behalf of Mr. Charles Carter, a holder of 3000 shares, contended that 
he was a creditor for a larger amount than the amount of the call.—His Honour said the 
matter might be arranged with the official liquidator. If they could not settle it, it 
might then be brought before the Court. Meantime, Mr. Carter would not be annoyed. 

Mr. CuurcH objected to any call being made, and alleged that tive directors had not 
accounted for the monies they had received. They ought to be sudjected to exami- 
nation.—Mr. BaGLey said the official liquidator was willing oie investiga-

GiLtpinc Street.—By no process heretofore employed can a coating ot 
gold of any thickness be produced on steel so as to adhere to it at a!l firmly; but Mr. 
Grattan, of South Mall, Cork, claims to have overcome the difficulties. According to 
his invention, he employs a solution of sulphocyanide of gold, prepared by adding sul- 
phuric acid to cyanide of gold in cyanide of potassium ; and he employs this solution by 
immersing in the solution the steel or other metal article to be gilded, and attaching to 
it by a wire a small piece of zinc, also immersed in the liquid; a galvanic action is thus 
established in the liquid itself, the metal article being the positive pole, and the zinc the 
negative. During this action a coating of gold is deposited on the steel, and adheres so 
firmly that it cannot be removed, except by absolute abrasion.

Mr. Thomas Wilson, however, appears to have succeeded in removing every 
objection, his rifle being solid and simple in construction, free from danger in use, not 
liable to get out of order, and capable of being rendered useless in a moment if the guns 
had to be abandoned, and as readily prepared again for use by those who had disabled 
them. It is free from screws, levers, and other complications, and the principle can be 
readily applied to any existing gun. The efficiency of the new rifie has been thoroughly 
tested, and with the most satisfactory results. It is impossible to fire until the rifle is 
in proper condition for firing, as the boit which locks the breech-plug prevents the fall 
of the hammer unless properly in its place. 


Messrs. R. Morrison and Co., of Ousburn, Newcastle-on-Tyne, cast on 
Saturday an enormous anvil block, weighing upwards of 34 tons, for the Elswick Ord- 
nance Works. The melting of the metal occupied five hours, and the immense mass 
will take three weeks to cool, when it will be removed to its bed at Elswick.
